Washington, March 20.—There i* much 
tariff talk hero to-day. It is now thought 
that the call for the caucus will bo issued to¬ 
morrow, and that the caucus will bo hold 
next Tuesday evening. Mr. Bnudall said 
to-day that he preferred that the “confer¬ 
ence”—Mr. Kandall calls it a “conference'* 
—should not meet until Wednesday evening. 
It is understood Mr. Knudnll lias agreed 
upon a r solution to present to tho 
caucus, which he hopes will carry. Tuis 
resolution i* nothing more nor le.v» 
than the Ohio Democratic platform, which 
Is susceptible to ail kinds of construction 
aud means nothing. Mr. Randall's reso¬ 
lution will not receive 50 vote* in tbo caucus. 
Tbe resolution of the tariff reform wing will 
be fiat-footed aud square-toe<l m favor of 
tbe passage of the Morrison BUI. Tbe re¬ 
port* which have gone out that the caucus 
proposes to shut off discussion and amend¬ 
ments are not true. Nothiug of tho kind 
i* intended by the MorrUon men. 
They simply pro|K*e to bring their 
bill before tho House and allow' ample time 
for discussion of the bill and all amendment* 
that may tie offered thereto. That the caucus 
will lie a lively one there is not tbe slightast 
doubt, but it is not likely that anjopeu rup¬ 
ture will occur. 

The Eastern Republican press predict to¬ 
day that tbe Democratic party it hopelessly 
divided and that it will hplit witbin tbe next 
sixty day*. Tbe*» same papers worn to 
tbiuk that it is a great outrago that the 
tail is not allowed to wag the dog.

Washington. Man h 20,—Tho friends of 
the Whisky Bill are conducting the fight in 
tbe Hou-o in u temper most commemiaido 
and with a vigor that is astounding lo those 
who have been good enough from tho start to 
predict that the bill bad no show. Mr. Ran¬ 
dall, who is leading tho opposition, prodicted 
when tho bill was introduced that it would 
never find ita wuy out of the committee; but 
it has, and is now so live a measure under dis- 
custuou that tho geutleuiau from Pennsyl¬ 
vania finds it necessary to *'bump'* himself 
in his efforts to defeat it.

Ho bas 
labored diligently to misrepresent it, and 
would be glad to have it acted on from tho 
standpoint of prejudice to which he has as¬ 
sisted a number of members. 

To-day’s discussion was indulged in by 
Messrs. Willis, Belford and Broadband in 
favor of tbe bill, and by Messrs. Blount, 
Ucttto and Herbert in opposition to it. 

{Sunset Cox made* a speech but did not 
touch tho subject at all.

THE REPORT THAT THE HOUSE COM> r* 

ON ACCOUNTS BAS AGREED UPON OI 

SUBJECT. 

(SwOa/ to the Courier-Journal .1 

Washington, March 20. — Tho House 
Committee on Accouuls ha* unanimously 
agreed to a repvirt on the resolution instruct¬ 
ing it to abcertaln whether, at the close of 
tho Forty-seventh Congress, any employes 
of tho House were discharged or turned out 
and others employed in their stead, who 
received pay and rendered no service. Tbo 
testimony taken was rather voluminous, and 
tbe committeo has made a summary of the 
Kamo to accompany tbo report. 

Uf course, the object of the resolution 
was well understood. At the end of tho 
last session of the Forty -seventh Congress, 
C. A. Tyson, one of the official stenogra¬ 
phers, was summarily deprived of his place 
by the Speaker, and Bcnj. P. Gaines, who is 
a nephew of Gen. Keifer, was appointed. 
The report will show, among other things, 
that Mr. Gaines rendered no service from Uio 
time he was appointed, which was late on 
the night of the lost day of the last Congress, 
to the time when the committees of the 
Forty-eighth Congress were organized and 
entered on their duties. R has been 
averted by some of Gen. Keifer's 

lriondK that there was an arrangement when 
he (Tyson) was appointed an official stenog¬ 
rapher that before the expiration of Speaker 
Keifer’s official term he (Tyson) should re¬ 
sign his place In order that tbo Speaker’s 
nephew might be appointed. The committeo 
wn« no: able to ascertain that any such un¬ 
derstanding existed, or if so, that Tyson 
was cognizant of it, although Gen. Ktifcr 
might have had the impression that 

it exifrt*]. It may be remembered 
that when Tyson retired from 
officii, he aud Dawson, the remaining 
Monographer, entered into an agreement* 
under which Dawson was to »barc his salary 
equally with Tyson. 

The committee found tliat the arrange¬ 
ment was made with the Speaker’s knowl¬ 
edge and approval, although he protiably 
Acver saw the details of tho agreement and 
never realizod any pecuniary benefit there¬ 
from. 

From the letter written by Speaker 
Kt’ifer to Tyson on the afternoon 
of March 3. 1883, and from tho testi¬ 
mony of Tv&on nnd Dawson, corroborated 
by that or Gaines and ex-Representativo 
Robeson, the committee’s report will show 
that, while Tyxon did resign in a technical 
sense, he did so under protest, and after ex¬ 
treme efforts, both personally and through 
his friend Mr. Robeson, to be retained. 

T ucre are some collateral questions in¬ 
volved iu the investigation. 3tr. Tyson tes¬ 
tified that be wrote a letter to the Speaker 
ou tbe .‘VI of 3larch, iu trhich he proposed, 
ou behalf of himself and Dawson, the other 
stenographer, that each would pay Gaines 
$100 a month if he and Tyson were permit¬ 
ted to relaiu their places. Gaines wn*wkept 
In tho place of Speaker’s clerk at a salary of 
$1,(100 a year. 

Gen. Kctfer testified he never received 
such a letter from Tyson, and that he never 
heard of such a proporiiioti. Games testified 
ttiat be informed Gen. Kelfer of the proposi¬ 
tion. Mr. Kobesou testified that he saw this 
letter which was submitted to him by Tyson, 
and that bu suggested certain amendments 
which Tyson adopted. 

There was conMdcrahle conflict between 
th* testimony of Gen. JCrifer ami that of 
Dawioo, Tyson, Games and Mr. Robeson on 
- r »l |>oints involved in this investigation. 
If the report of tbo committee is adopted by 
too Hoils*? Mr. Gaines will not receive the 
mouth’s extra nav provided by the joint 
resolution to other employes of the Forty- 
bevetith Cougres* who have been discharged. 

MA YU'S EXIT.

BLAIR'S RILL. 

THE EDUCATIONAL RILL IS SEVERELY 
CRITICIZED IN THE SENATE. 

ISjxcIn/ to the Courier Journal.] 

Washington, March 20.--No progress was 
made on tho Educational Bill in tho Senate 
to-day. The measure was severely criticized 
by Republican Senators on account of the 
loosenets ol its expressions. Poor Blair was 
kept on bis feet nearly all the afternoon ex¬ 
plaining obscure passages and defending his 
bantling from a perfect storm of rude as¬ 
sault. 

Mr. Plumb started the attack by offer¬ 
ing au amendment providing that tbe 
States Aboil expend mutually for education 
au amount equal to tbe sum to be allotted to 
them under the provisions of tho bill, lie 
contended that tbe Southern States are just 
as able to educate their own children as 
other States, and that tho bill practically 
placed a premium on illiteracy nnd ignor¬ 
ance, since tho States making the best or 
worst showing in that*respect would receivo 
tho most rnouoy. The measuro, be said, was 
the death-knoll of tbo school system of the 
country. 

Vest followed with a Yigorous onslaught 
on tbo bill which bo said was inconsistent 
with itself and a heterogeneous mixture of 
national and State authority,-which could 
not bo successfully put in practice. Ho 
deprecated legislation based 011 the view* of 
theorists and obstructionists, and incidental¬ 
ly termed the schools for the education of 
Indian children, which were tbe direct re¬ 
sult of the labors of sentimental theorists, 
tho veriest frauds and humbugs over con¬ 
ceived bv mortal man. 

Mr. Ingalls, also, took a whack at the 
measure, w hich be said had been drawn by 
some one very inexjiei t in legislative litera¬ 
ture. line or two of tlie sections were past 
the aid of tbo surgery of amendment. They 
wore lame, halt and blind, and would uot 
effectuate in any way tha design of tho com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr. Blair was vorv much annoyed by those 
remarks, and bis face flushed and be udscud 


unsnsily in his chair. Ho warmly asserted 
that there was a disposition on the part of 
certalu Senators to defeat tho bill bv imJi- 
rectlop. He did not object to (air criticism, 
but ho protested aguin«i underhand warfare, 
lo which he was not accustomed. He would 
welcome nny honest amendments designed 
perfect tne t^kt of tbo measure. 

31 r. Plumb intimated tha:, m view of the 
loose construction of tho bill, be would move 
to recommit. »t» that errors m expression 
might be corrected. 

Mr. Cali, who is a member of tbe Com¬ 
mittee on Education and Labor, which re¬ 
ported the Uill ? came to tbo support of Blair 
and defended its language from the harrii 
criticisms of the .Senator from Kansas. Hi.** 
argument w as a good one, clearly express¬ 
ing tho purpo*?* of the committee. 

Mr. Allison literally tors the bill to piece*. 
He recounted several objectionable features. 
I bo main one was that it started on u wrong 
principle in muking the first appropria¬ 
tion the largest aud annually diininirii- 

iug the amount of Federal funds 

to be u*ed. The mote wmriMe 

plan, lie declared, would bo to begin 
with small appropriations and increase them 
as tue States increase their expenditure i.»r 
educational purpose*. Another singular 

provision was that where the illiteracy U 
not over 5 per cent, tho sum allotted to such 
States should be used for normal school*. 
Instead of tho contusing legislation pro|w *od 
by tbo bill, he was in favor of some direct 
measure to appropriate a rea&ouuhio sum for 
the education of tbe negroes of the Southeru 
Slates. Besides he was opposed to binding 
succeeding Congresses with an appropriation 
for ten years. 

2io vote was reached. 


CEO. BLISS, 

GOVERNMENT COUNSEL IN THE STAR-ROUT* 
CASKS, BEFORE THE SPRINGER COM¬ 
MITTEE. 

Washington, March 20. —Geo. Bliss, 
Government counsel in tho .Star-route cates, 
was examiued to-dav by Springer’s Com¬ 
mittee. He related the history of how ho 
became con uncled ^vith the cases, of his iu- 
terviews with the Attorney General nt 
Elberon, and the difficulty experienced in 
preparing tbe caso lor tne grand jury. Ho 
expressed a decidod opinion that tho case 
against Dorsey was tbo strongest the Gov * 
eminent could bavo selected, aud not tho 
most complicated aud difficult, us stated by 
other witnesses, and continued as follows; 
‘'The Dorsey case was before the grand jury 
a good many weeks, in tho mean¬ 
time J turned to the examination 
of other contractors, first tho Salis¬ 
bury cases. I becamo painfully 
impressed at what 1 found. 1 believe to-day 
that tho files of tho Post-office Department, 
so far as they related to the Salisbury cases, 
were interfered with. They bad been 
milked. 1 could find tint small bundles of 
Salisbury papers and largo bundles of Dor- 
s«y papers bristling with points. 1 then en¬ 
deavored to make progress on the pajiyr* of 
the Salisbury. Parker uud Kerns combina¬ 
tion.” The witness said bo bad summoned' 
witnesses for these caso* to testify on 
what seemed tbe most vulnerable points 
of the combinations. "After Tho wit¬ 
ness©* began to arrive,” s*hl Bliss, 
"Ingersoll catno to mo and said tho 

Parker and .Salisbury combinations did uot 
owotUoGovcrnmont anything, but if it was 
proven that they had received money to 
which thov were uot entitled they were will¬ 
ing to return it, provided criminal proceed¬ 
ing* were stopfied. He wanted this propo¬ 
sition to apply to all the routes. I had not 

examined all of them and would not 

agree. Wo broke ou tbat and I 

went ahead. 1 got these late on 

tho night showing the bundle of paper-i 
containing lue announcement that tbe grand 
jury bad failed to Hud true bill-, and huined 
to confer with Merrick. Wo agreed to see if 
we could not save something out of the wreck 
bv taking up negotiations' with Ingersoll. 
Tbo result wa> wo finally came to an agree¬ 
ment a» to the S'llbbury route*. Wo con¬ 
sulted with t b« Attorney General aud be said 
be would leavo the matter with us.” 

Bliss then read an agreement which wat 
drawn up, with the approval of Col. lager- 
soil. for a settlement with tho ^ali&bury 
combination. '‘When Judge Howe became 
Postmaster General,” be said, "tbu question 
nrov* whether it so, legal to continue such 
arhitrat.on. My idea w.-ts to continuo until 
the Portia* show ol that they would uot bo 
bound by it. There wa* souk* doubt whether 
the Government could bo legally bound by 
our act. ’ ’ The committee adjourned.' Bits* 
will continue hi* testimony to morrow. 

COSTAL TELEGRAPH. 

ARGUMENTS BEFORE THE HOUSE COMMITTEE 
ON POST-OFFICES AND I*OST-ROaDS ON TH* 

SUBJECT. 

Washington, March 20.—Geo. D. Rob¬ 
erts, of tho Postal Telegraph Company, ap- # 
poarod before tbo House Committee on Post- 
offices and Post-roads to-day and made an 
argument in support of the proposition of 
that company to enter into a contract with 
tbe Government for telegraphic nurvice. 

Representative Budd, of California,also ap¬ 
peared before tbe committee and argued that 
the proposed contract of tho Postal Tele¬ 
graph Compauy was defective iu form and 
sub&tance. It wo* a trick of tho 3Iackay 
Company, and was introduced for thesola 
purpose of preventing tho passage of tho 
.Sumner Hill establishing tho Government 
Postal Telegraph. This company proposed to 
prevent Government action on postal tele¬ 
graphy for ten years, and yet it wns only 
bound to transmit at proposed rates in free 
delivery cities, and couli “gouge” tbo 
small places if it chose. For seven 
years the people west of the Mississippi 
are to suffer under the existing exorbitant 
rates, as tne company w-as not to build Uiora 
for that period. Tho proposition was plain¬ 
ly put in lo kill the Suinnor Postal Tele¬ 
graph BUI. to throw away a privilege worth 
$40 000,000, to estop postal telegraph relief 
for ten years, and to aid this n»-w corpora¬ 
tion in forcing u consolidation with the old J 
ones, or the purchase of their lines aud th© 
ri Hit against transfer, which tue bill does 
not provide. In conclusion, Mr. Budd de¬ 
nounced the bill as a job which «bould bo 
strangled in its infancy, and declared ibat 
nothing short of a postal-telegraph system 
would satisfy th © people.

The consideration of the Blair educational bill 

was resumed. 

Mr. VAN WYCK remarked that the elective 
franchise had been conferred by the United 
States on the colored people of the South and 
had been made secure by a Constitutionaljnraend- 
ment. and he Inquired of Mr. Blair whether even 
. that had secured to the colored people the right 
which had been sought to give them! 

Mr. BLAJJi replied that he didn't think it had. 
but one of the reasons waa because the colored 
people were not educated. Lf the colored people 
were more intelligent they would not bo found 
deprived of their rights in that respect, "there 
were no ocht»r mean* than education to open to 
and aid the colored people to the right 
of suffrage. We nud abandoned all 
other menus. W bat had wo done to 
protect the ballot-U*x since 1876? If thin were 
a political question at oil, which Mr. Blair dis¬ 
claimed. what better course could the Republic¬ 
an Senator.* consistently take than the one which 
would secure to the colored people an education 
which would enable them to assert for them- 
wives their right to exercise a free ballot. Mr. 
Blair reminded the Republicans of their “educa¬ 
tion" plank# in their party platforms, some of 
which he read, and inquired whether the Repub¬ 
licans were not willing to stand by them. He read 
from the iuaugural address of President Garfield, 
In which it was staled that the imilou was re¬ 
sponsible for the freedom and enfranchisement 
of the colored people, and was equally responsi¬ 
ble for seeing that they were prepared by educa¬ 
tion to exercise the rights of free men. 

A vote was taken ou Mr. Ingalls’ amendment 
specifying the school ng#v Lost. 

Mr PLUMB moved an Amendment which 
would require that the several States should ex¬ 
pend on education for the first five yearsof the 
operation of the bill amounts equal to the 
Amounts received by them severally from the 
national fund, the provisions of the bill only re¬ 
quiring the expenditure by each State for that 

K riod of a (turn equal to one-third of the sum to 
received from the national fund. There was 
no pretense. Mr. Plumb said, that Massachusetts. 
Connecticut or New York needed this money, and 
he did not think a State that did nut provide for 
the education of Its own people wuuhl benefit by 
a fund provided for it bj other people. Reform 
in thatdirection had to come from within. 

Mr. JUNES iHa > inquired of Mr. Plumb 
whether he didn’t regard os a benefit the grant¬ 
ing by the General Government of public lauds 
in the aid of education? 

Mr. PLUMB replied that, whatever argument 
might bo drawn tn favor of that view, it would 
apply only to communities entirely uew. So far 
as Kansas was concerned, its people had them¬ 
selves built 5,000 school-houses. The school had 
been to that State the sign by which it con¬ 
quered. Mr. Plumb (lipught it bad precedent for 
tne Federal Government to undertake this kind 
of aid. It would lead to constant commissions of 
inquiry into (he application of the money, and if 
thut application should turn out uueatlafiictory it 
would finally result in the instrument ah ties of 
application being taken from the Slates and re¬ 
sumed bv the General Government. He behoved 
the best plan would be to let each State attend to 
its own education. 

Mr. HAMPTON remarked that the Southern 
States expended $7,OUO.CHHJ annually for the pub¬ 
lic school!!. 

Mr. BL.VIR stated that the last education re- 
gon^Ahowcd the expenditure to be over $13, 

Mr. LOGAN said Ohio alone spent $7,000,000 
annually for its public school*. 

Mr. PLUMB objected to illiteracy being made 
the basis for the distribution of the fund. That 
would put a premium ou ignorance; it would be 
giving to a S ate Hums of money, not according 
to the number of p rsona it kept at school, but 
the number it didu’t keep there. The school 
should be brought cl umj to home; It should oe 
made a neighborhood affair. That was its 
proper place; there and no place else would it 
flourish. Mr. Plumb showed tru* great progress 
male by his own Stale iKmmv under this plan. 

Mr. BL\IR gladly admitted the high stand 
takr-n by Knus<i» tu regard to education. Her 
developin'-nt. he said, showed what could be 
done by due regard to education. He read from 
statistics tu show that the Southern States (axed 
thein*eJves for public school* substantially as 
much as did the New England States, taking into 
cOiiidd*ratiuti their capacity to pay. 

Mr. VE.'T declared me bill to be a heterogene¬ 
ous Admixture of State and national tnstru- 
rm abilities, lie hnU not, be said, heard a word 
on the Democratic side of Hie chumbrr in de¬ 
fense of the Stilt** rights violated by the bill, lie 
felt lonesome now on that side, although a few 
days ago there had been a great clamor about 
the rights of States. If there was 
any warrant at all tu the Constitution 
fur measures of this character It was 
to be found iti the clause relating to general wel¬ 
fare, which. As Snucho Pnnza had said about 
Bleep, “covered man all over like a blanket." 
But if found under that clause or any other, the 
evil should be national mid the remedy applied 
by national instruwenta.itv alone. ibis case 
was not such a cose, nor Uhl the bill furnish such 
instrument ail tv On the subject of the educa¬ 
tion of the colored people. Mr. Vest thought 
much Muiflmentality prevailed The rules for 
educating tho Caucasian race would not work (n 
the education of the negroes any more than they 
would work in the education of the Indians. Mr. 
Vest had seen au Indian day-school roll which 
held .">00 names, but the 500 were only on hand 
ration day. the attendance on the * remaining 
day* being from 50 to 150. Yet the Government 
paid $4.Di>0 for teachers at that school. 

Mr. OAKLAND raid he felt no uueasine «9 in 
voting for this bill. Ha thought it n proper case 
for interposition of the General Government. 
The Southern States, bo continued, bad done the 
very best thujr could for common school educa¬ 
tion, and If Mr. Plumb's amendment should pa«<i 
it would kill the bill as to some States. He 
thought >Ir Plumb's position Inconsistent, for 
only a day or two ago that Senator had secured 
the passage of a measure which took the Na¬ 
tional Government Into Kansas to eradicate tho 
foot and mouth disease from cattle. The mea¬ 
sure now before the Senate affected a very much 
more serious disease than that—a disease affect¬ 
ing human beings 

Mr. INGALLs criticised the bill as defective in 
several particulars. 

Mr. BL MR said the Senator was bringing a 
microscopic aud telescopic examination to bear 
on it. 

Mr. INGALLS thought the bill appropriating 
$105,000,000 might well be examined micro¬ 
scopically and telescopically, also huroscopicalty 
and polariscopicullY or by any other “scqpical” 
method which could be appl'led. The amount 
vraa large enough to wanant it. Thi« might be 
called “verbal criticism'" or "a narrow view of 
the subject," but if the bill passed as it stood It 
would fall from the verbal defects to accomplish 
Its object. 

Mr. ALLISON thought the bill proceeded on 
the wrong principle, it began by giving the first 
year a large appropriation and reducing tho 
amount year by year. It should begin with a 
small appropnaiiun and incran»e year by year aa 
* needl'd A large amount could not bo advan¬ 
tageously used the first year. Another 
objection was that it gave money to 

States which did not need it. Iowa 
spent annually about $ 6 , 000,000 for its 

R ubiic schools arid did not need any aid. lie 
‘Ought the States having a large colored popu¬ 
lation thotdd be hel)>ed to educate them, and had 
no doubt of the power of Congress to give that 
help. But why givo aid to Massachusetts or any 
other Mai* which did not need it? Mr. Allison 
nlso oppotvd any Appropriation that would ex¬ 
tend beyond one rw. 

The debate will Ik- resumed to-morrow. 

Mr. LuGAN called up the report of the com¬ 
mittee conference on the Military Academy Ap¬ 
propriation Bui, and moved concurrence therein. 
Agreed to.

U meant bankruptcy and 
ruin not only to the manufacturers, but to inno¬ 
cent holders or whisky; it meant bankruptcy 
and ruin to many of the leading banking inter- 
esta of the M e#t. A* a result of the tax agita¬ 
tion tho whisky Interest had been obliged to 
tome to the last Congress and ask relief, and the 
Comnmtee 6 n Ways and Means, of which the 
gentleman from Femisjlraaia iMr. Randall; was 


a member, bad unanimously reported back a bill 
fur uulltniU-d extension. 

Mr. RANDALL called the gentleman’* atten¬ 
tion to the fact that, though there had been no 
minority report, the bill had not been favored by 
ail the members of the committee any more than 
all the members of the present committee were 
in favor of the pending bill, although there was 
no minority report. He hud be«'ti absent during 
tho vote* and therefore was not recorded on 
either side, hut the gentleman had no right to 
mtsmmt that because hr had been n member of 
tne Wavs and Mean* Committee he hod beeu iu 
favor of the bill. 

Mr. WILLIS repeated Ills statement thnt the 
gentleman was a member of the committee of 
the last Congress, aud that that committee re- 
a bill and there was no minority report. 

Mr. RANDALL—Ju»t a# there la none now. 

Mr. WILLIS denied auy intention of making a 
pei-Nonal attack upon the gentleman from Penn¬ 
sylvania He bad merely stated the facts. The 
bill had been passed under a susiwnMon of tho 
rule#, with onlv ’.hi votes recorded In the nega¬ 
te. Mr. Willis then reviewed the course of the 
bill in the last Congress, aud declared thnt, 
though Secretary Folger hud objected to it. ho 
had done so simply because the extension ww> 
unlimited. This was not special legislation; it 
wan an effort to remove thn only special legisla¬ 
tion which disgraced the statute books Of the 
country. DUtdled spirits were the only victims 
of special legislation in the land; alcohol was the 
only taxable article thnt, under the law*, was 
compellrd to pay a tax before it reached the con¬ 
sumers. In the last thirty days the price of 
whisky had nhrunk five cents per gallon. From a 
financial standpoint, ho naked Uio members to look 
around them and sue the condition of the coun¬ 
try. There had been a shrinkage In grain and 
stocks In the last few years amounting to billions 
of dollars. There had been a shrinkage of ■ 
000 .out* in value of this warehoused property. 
England, one of I he great purchaser* of American 
gram, had, during the last year, supplied herself 
From India with one-third of all the grain she 
needed, and it in predicted that In less matt three 
years site would be independent of the United 
Mates. What then would become of the hun¬ 
dreds of millions of bushels of grain raised in mis 
country* which w as now consumed In England? 
If this bill failed, and If throe distilleries cloaed 
and the demand cut down, the time vvuuki again 
coine when the farmers would burn corn for fuel 
in the Western State*. As a plain economic 
question, recommended by tiie Secretary of tho 
Treasury and <’omrnlsdon**r of Internal Revenue, 
be asked the House to pis* the bill. 

He w*ns going on to ohovr the amount of tax de¬ 
rived from whisky, when he was interrupted bv 

Mr. MILLIKK.N with the question os to how- 
many faxes whisky hod made.' 

Mr. WILLIS replied that the question had no 
connection wtth the pending bill, but it gave him 
an opportunity to say (lint much opposition to 
the hill came* from men who wanted to make 
whisky free. *Ile stood here for dear whl*ky. 

Mr. BLOUNT mid that, though a member of 
tho Committee ou Ways nud Means, he had re¬ 
frained from bringing in a minority report, pre¬ 
ferring to slate nis objections to the bill in the 
open House. The House was asked to ext md 
the time for the payment of the tax on 70,000,- 
000 gallon* of whisky, the sum involved amount¬ 
ing to 860,000,000. The present depression in 
the whisky Interest resulted from overproduc¬ 
tion, but overproduction wan not peculiar to thnt 
industry. He- expressed his sympathy for the 
trouble* of the distillers. but oppmed the bill ->n 
a principle of public policy, regarding 
it as a proposition to lend them $ 0 <l.$ 6 u ,000 
lf the Government did not teed this 
tax for public pwrjroses it had no right to call it. 
The tariff was a war tariff and should be reduced. 
The Government had no right to continue it iu 
order to lend money lo anybody in distress. Ho 
did not belie vh this bill wiu going to remedy the 
Vril with which the distillers were afflicted, "d 
the contrary, he believed the »'Xten*tou would 
only aggravate the evil, and that Die proposition 
was not ir. the interest of public pulley. The al¬ 
legation elicit the legislation of the country has 
been hostile to the distillers would not bear ex¬ 
amination. There was a growing disposition to 
repeal the internal revenue taxes. Willie he did 
not concur in it entirely, the time was not far 
distant when the country would repeal thosf» 
taxes Suppose that in 1887 they were repealed? 
By that time (he taxes on bonded whisky Of this 
bill pasted) would amount to $ 200 , 000 , 000 , aud 
Congress would be asked to grant a rebate 
of these taxes. It would be argued that the in¬ 
ternal revenue law had been repealed to compel 
the payment of these taxes would be Absolute 
confiscation. 

Mr. REE>E regarded the bill a* the worst spec¬ 
imen of bad legislation be bad ever knffwu pre¬ 
sented to the American Congress The owners 
of whisky were no more entitled to relief than 
any other class of speculators, and this measure 
was wroug in principle and dangcYou* us a prece¬ 
dent. He wan in favor of the repeal of the whole 
internal revenue system, and on no idea that it 
would enable the protection lets to gel a higher 
duty, but because be did not believe there was 
any authority for it except in a lime of war. 

Mr i’OX (New York* delivered an eiaborate 
speech ou the general subject of tariff and rev¬ 
enue Lpv*. He supported the Morrison Bill and 
said the conservative opinion of the country de¬ 
manded a reduction iu the present tariff. He 
admitted ther • was some division iu the party ou 
tho question, but tru?it<-.t they would be recon¬ 
ciled, and fie believed the purtv would be har¬ 
monious on the tariff. i4e explained bis motion 
to adjourn, winch was interjected to keen out 
the ‘wool " bill. It was not on account or cow¬ 
ardice, but to prevetit n duedo t*etween two Ohio 
statesmen us to w hat duty should be imposed 

Mr. BROADHRAP brought the debate back Co 
the bill under discussion with a short speech in 
support of the bill, which he favored on Diiosn sa 
principle!*. There was now in the Treasury 
withdrawn from circulation a surplus of $150,- 
000.OOu, and he did not think the currency should 
be further contracted by the Addition to thststir- 

E lus of the revrtiiue derfred fn<m the whisky in 
ond. The bill waa a Just, fair and right one, 
and the failure to pass it would cause great dta- 
tr«*M. 

Fending action the committee rose. As to¬ 
morrow i* private-bill day. atil it will require a 
two-thirds" vote to take tip the Bond»-d-extension 
Bill, it is not probable that Its consideration will 
be resumed before Saturday. 

The Speaker laid before tne House a communi¬ 
cation from Die Secretary of War transmitting 
an estimate of $40,000 for a pedestal statue of 
Gen. Garfield to be erected at Washington by 
the Army of the Cutnbai land.

They wer** not pre¬ 
pared to state just what would be tho result 
of the trip, but it is thought arrangements 
have been made to liavo the Eastern manu¬ 
facturers stop cutting the price of glass 
during a strike.

THE ITALIAN CABINET RESIGNS. 


London, March 20.—A Ruakim dispatch 
say# spies report thnt Osman Digtna, with a 
few followers, ho* tied to the interior. The 
fliirht is attributed to the reward offered for 
hi# capture. His slaves are deserting him 
and (teeing to Suakitn. 

Dispatches from the newspaper reporters 
at Saukim seriously conflict. It is now re¬ 
ported that Osman bos summoned the tribes 
to a mooting to-morrow*, in order to arrange 
for tlie renewal of active operations. Ad¬ 
miral Hew itt has w ithdrawn the proclama¬ 
tion offering LI,000 for Osman's head. 

The Farts Figaro has a Cairo dispatch this 
morning which says Uen. Gordon has told 
tho French Consul at Khartoum that he is 
disappointed in what he has boon able to ac¬ 
complish. He said it would be impossible 
for him to defeud the place against the ad¬ 
vancing tribes. In Cairo it is stated that 
Abdel Kadir Basba, Minister of War, will 
be sent to rescue Gordon. 

Usman I>egmu ha* convened a meeting at 
Sinkat of the Sheiks of all tribes in order to 
concert a renewal of the fighting. Col. 
Stewart, with the Gordon Highlander* mid 
mounted infantry, recounoiterod to ono mile 
beyond Hantbuck, which is twenty miles be¬ 
yond Handouk ou the road to Suakiui nud to 
Berber. Sheik Monica, at the bead of the 
Bechoris numbering 8,000 men, is threaten¬ 
ing Sheudy. It. is (eared the post bout which 
left Berber yesterday to try to peuetrate tp 
Khartoum will be stopped at Sheudy. 

The French Consul at Cairo has received a 
dispatch from tho French Consul at Khar¬ 
toum saying that on March 4 (lea, Gordon 
held a conference with the Consuls of Aus¬ 
tria, Greece and France, whi n he declared 
he would bv unable to defend the town 
against the tribes advancing from tbo south, 
north and we*t. He hoped Zoebber Pasha 
would arrive with help. In tue mcauttuio 
he committed tho government of the town to 
three native notables aud Sheik Obeidullnh. 

The English troops going to Aoaoimte have 
been ordered to Korosko, where the Arabs 
are reported to be restless. 

El Mahdi is organising an artillery corp*, 
composed of Egyptian deserters. When the 
corps is completed ha will set out on the 
march to Berber. He has with him Lwtdve 
European and sixty Egyptian officers of 
Hicks Pasha’s army. 

Gen. Graham telegraphs from Suakim 
that three Sheiks have come in from 
iiandouke, aud several slaves belonging to 
Osman Diguia have arrived at Buakim. The 
rebel tribes hare cut off the retreat from 
Khartoum. They have environed the tow-u 
except where protected by the river. Three 
tribe# are advancing to capture the towu. 
Osman Digtna declares ho will attack the 
British at any cost if they advance by the 
Berber road.

THE CABINET, ACTINO UPON ▲ HINT FROM THE 
CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES, RESIGNS. 

Rome, March 20. —In the election for Pres 
ident of the Chamber of Deputies yesterday, 
54 blank ballots were cast. As Sig. Coppino 
was the Cabinet candidate, this is regarded 
as au indication ot the desire on tbo part of 
tho Deputies t<> change the Cabinet. 

The Italian Ministry has resigned, owing 
to tho sm&liness of the majority by which 
Sig.

The Testimony Mnrlllng, Hui Tending

murder examination continued to-day. 

Robertson, 
members of the Coroner’s jury at tho time 
of the murder, testified to seeing Jud Crouch 
pick up two shell* from the floor at the house 
the morning after the murder. Neither saw 
any blood on the carpet. 

Tho prceocution placed Mrs. Galen Brown 
on the stand, and the cross-examination pro¬ 
ceeded to sifti her past hLtory and character.

An Inrrndlary Mart# a Blaze that Doe# 
£30.000 Worth of Duuue.

Mason,*Tenn., March 20.—A $80,000 fire 
occurred hero this morning between 2 and 3 
o'clock. Four of the stores In the Griffin 
block wer© totally destroyed. 3. W. Asbner 
occupied tw o of them with a stock of general 
merchandise amounting iu value to about 
$12,000, which be says is almost a total loss, 
the goods thut were saved being badly dam¬ 
aged. J. L. Webster occupied the one next 
to the hotel, w hich was the hut to burn, but 
seemed in imiuiueut danger of falling all thu 
tune during tho burning of the three build¬ 
ing# below*. D. McNeills occupied the house 
iusl below Asbuor & Co., which ri a total 
loss, caused by the falling walls of the other 
houses. He carried a large stock of whis¬ 
kies, but euccfceded in saving nearly all of 
his stock. 

Th<* hotel seemed to be the first on fire, 
and burned longer than ettoer of tbo stores. 
The property was juirtialiy insured. Mrs. 
Griffin, who was running the hotel, owned 
all tho buildings that were burned. 6he 
had $5,CHX> tti'Urance on the hotel and 
stores and $1,000 on the furniture that was 
valued at $2,500. J. W. Ashuer's stock 
w as insured for $5,000; valued at $12,000. 
J. L. Webster wa* insured for $1,500; stock 
valued at $2,000. D. McNeill* had no in¬ 
surance. 

The cause of tho fire is unknown, but is 
supposed to be the work of an incendiary. 
Insurance has been high here for the past ten 
years, and will doubtless be hard to get at 
ipiy price now. All those wbo have been 
buruod out will reeurne business in a few 
days.

M’ I'ADDES, THE EXPRESS ROR PER 

He Declare* That He Mill .Never Cofo Ihe 
IVniientlary \ll*e. 

[St. Louis Republican.] 

Between 12 and 1 o’clock yesterday after¬ 
noon Goorgo H. McFadden, the young ex¬ 
press roblior, tnndo a desperate attempt to 
furnish the Coroner a job, and though not 
immediately successful, it is believed that 
Dr. Nidelet will soon be called upon to 
perform his official duties in the enso, 
aud the subject will bo McFadden 
himself. Ever since his arrest Mc¬ 
Fadden has put oa a bold fron*. The detect¬ 
ives, one after another, took a hand at 
pumping him, and in rU instances they 
failed to bring to tho surface anything of a 
compromise character outside of the tele¬ 
grams and circumstantial evidence which 
caused bis arrest. He believed that 
Tiller would hold out in his determi¬ 
nation not to implicate biin in the 
robbery, but the pressure was more 
than the recreant •-.^ress cl<rk could 
stand, and yesterday ho “%quealed.” 

The “squeal” was not long nor vociferous, 
but there was sufficient vigor about it to daze 
McFadden, and the result was that it set that 
young man to thinking. 

Chief Harrignn said: “McFadden, you bad 
better plead guilty: it might save you n 
couple of years’ time." 

The mnu from Texas looked the Chief in 
the eye and said; “Do you think lam a foolf 
I'll never plf*od guilty.” 

To Mr. Momnnn he said: “I am not 
afraid, for I'll never go to the penitentiary 
nlive.” 

He was evidently determined to keep his 
word, as subsequent events testified. When 
informed of Tiller’s action ho became de¬ 
jected and rame to the conclusion that h© was 
too good for this wucked world, nud resolved 
to get out of It nnd go where prying Mil wau- 
keo clerks are “barred” and where travel¬ 
ers' trunks nre not molested. He studied 
souq© time over tho proper manner to mako 
his exit. 

GLASS AS AN ARTICLE OF DIET. 

It could bo done in a^iumber of wavs, but 
they were all old and stereotypud. Finally 
he bit upou ono that would create a sensa¬ 
tion, ©specially in his st-unach. He eeut for 
hi* dinner, uiid when it arrived he took a 
small bottle, nbont four inches long, out of 
his pocket and crushed it Into fragments on 
the floor of his cell.* He gathered up the 
pieces very deliberately, nnd mixed them 
with the food that had been placed 
before him. The dinner consisted of 
chicken, accompanied by the usual 
vegetables and bread. The glass wan 
placed in the bread and vegetables aud all 
of it swallowed. When this hail been oc 
complfithed McFadden tpoke to Tiller, wno 
was in a cell some dtMtauc© away, and told 
him thnt he intended to commit suicide. Til¬ 
ler only laughed. As an article of diet, glass 
has never been popular, except with the goat 
iffid ostrich, and iu a short time Mr. McFad¬ 
den]* dessert begau to assert Itself. 

While conveying him to tho jail the Sheriff 
noticed that he was unusually pale, but sup¬ 
posed that he was laboring under excitement 
brought on by developments in the cos©. 
Both robbers were placed in tb- same coll, 
nnd immediately after being locked up Mc¬ 
Fadden became deadly sick. 

HE CONFESSED TO TILLER. 

He laid down and suffered the most in¬ 
tense agony for more than hour, until final¬ 
ly the pain became so intense that ho could 
hold out no longer, and he informed Tiller of 
what he hud done. The latter in*tunilv 
summoned Adam Paus, the jail guard, and 
told him of McFuddeu'* condition. A tclo- 
piione ines-age was seut to the City Dis¬ 
pensary, and iu a few minutes Dr! Dor- 
sett nrrived with a half-dozen emetics in 
the jail. Assisted by Deputy Jailer Waters, 
he went to work on McFadden. but 
the results wore unsatisfactory. It was four 
hours since ho had swallowed the gluss and 
it had pa«>ed out through the stomach into 
the intestiues. Ilo vomited freely, but the 
gins* was beyond tbo roach of emetic*. He 
was powdered, sulphured and salted for over 
un hour, but with -light relief. Dr. Dorsett 
pronounces the caw# a bad one, aud said that 
the chances of recovery were very slight. 
The gla%s will cut like a razor, and either 
peritonitis or inflammation of tho bowels 
will set in, with fatal results. 

A SINGULAR CHARACTER. 

The Chief of Police, in speaking of Mc¬ 
Fadden last night, said that he was a singu¬ 
lar character. Upou arriving in Sheriuun 
after thu robbery had been committed he 
was told by u friend that the GTty Marshal 
had received a telegram from 8t. Louis ask¬ 
ing that he bo urrested. The friend told 
him to got away. Ho replied that he had 
done nothing and that he was not going 
to leuve, lf they wanted him they could 
gut him. Ho then went to, hi* room 
where ho found that bis trunk had 
been broken open. Ho learned thut tho Ex¬ 
press Company;was responsible for this act, 
uud, going to the local office he asked the 
superintendent what was meant by such out¬ 
rageous conduct. He would make the com¬ 
pany buy him a now trunk, and if they had 
an order for his arrest they could find him at 
work in tho morning at the car repair shops. 
True unougu, they did find him there and 
pluced him under arrest. 

THE AMOUNT STILL MISSING. 

It is now officially stated that, the amount 
of money still missing Is $ 12.UO0. A coupio 
of days ago n carpenter, wh*»«*e name is not 
given, informed the Express Company that a 
couple ol days after the robbery he wo* hired 
to make a strong box tor a young man stop¬ 
ping in a room at 413 Morgan street. Thu 
suspicion that the box might be couuected 
with the rubbery did not flash into his brain 
until ho hud read several accounts of the 
affair. Theu ho told his suspicion*;, nud 
the detectives hustled around uud suc¬ 
ceeded in locating Tiller nnd McFadden at 
the above uutnUir. The furnished room 
was let by u man named Burton, w ho yes¬ 
terday tw*»itiv©ly identified Tiller and Mc¬ 
Fadden * as the parties who occupied tho 
room prior to and immediately after the 
robbery. He says that a week before the 
robbery McFadden, w ho went by the name 
of Taylor, rented the room and paid two 
weeks* rent in advance. He wok occasion¬ 
ally visited bv a man whom Burton now* 
recognize* os Tiller. 

VISITORS COULD NOT RE SEEN. 

The room wa* situated at the head of the 
landing, so that all the visitors could not be 
observed, but the landlord is confident that 
another man, n<it yet under arrest, also vis¬ 
ited thu room. Both men were very seedy as 
regarded druse, aud dirty iu appearance. 
After Sunday, Mrs. Button observed that 
they had two extra valises in tho room b&udus 
the* two trunks which were already there. 
One of the trunks and the value captured 
with Tiller nave been identified us those 
which were iu the room. Ou Tuesday Mc¬ 
Fadden left, taking with him the sole-leather 
trunk which was Mdppod from the Main- 
fftreet depot to Chicago. The next day 
Tiller ordered tho carpeuter to make the 
strong box, and after it was finished he took 
it to tbo room aud filled it with silver coin 
aud bulliuii. 

SENT TO A FICTITIOUS NAME. 

He then marked it in a fictitious name, 
and, engaging an expressman named Harry 
Gilmore, oniered tho trunk taken to tbo 
United State* Express offico and shipped to 
Kansas City, witu order* to hold it until it 
was cal led for. Tho same night Tiller, dis¬ 
guised os a tramp, took a train for Chicago, 
where it in supposed he joined McFaddun, 
who left for the Lake City tbo previous even¬ 
ing. Chief liarrigan *uys he is confident 
thut Tiller left on Wednesday night 
aud not on Friday night, as has been 
staled. It is behoved that some of thu 
money was “hold out” iu Chicago by 
Tiller. Atony rate, MeFndden immediately 
shipped tho tfuuk to Milwaukee uudor the 
rniLuo of Payton. Tiller fullowed it to Mil¬ 
waukee ou Saturday, and had trouble in se¬ 
curing the trunk, owing to an error of the 
express company in shipping it Naytou in¬ 
stead of PayLm. Thn. cave rise to tue tele¬ 
gram found on McFadden, *'la what name 
did you ship trunk!” 

HE RETURNED TO ST. LOUIS. 

McFaddeu left Chicago Saturday night and 
came luuk to tots city, and, goiUfe to the 
room ou Moreau *tru«t Sunday, secured hi* 
effects and departed for Nhormau. 

When tho Express Company learned that 
a box of silver had bce. u shipped to Kuu&u* 
City a telegram wo* sent to the officer# 
there, and the box wa* found stored tn the 
United Status Express Company 5 * office. It 
was shipped back, and when opened in this 
city wi» found to bo intact. The box 
contained about $1,BOO. The authorities are 
of the opiuiou ttmt tho remainder of the 
missmg money, -oim* $15,000, is in the pos¬ 
session of a third party or lying in *omo ex¬ 
press office w aiting to bo called for.

New York. March 20.—The stock market 
opened strong to-day on the settlement of 
the differences among the Northwestern rail¬ 
roads, and there was au advance of from 
to 1 per cent. Later the bears mode n vio¬ 
lent attack on Union 1‘ocitic on tho story 
that a suit had been begun to enjoin the pay¬ 
ment of the April divideud. It was said by 
President Dillon that he had no knowledge 
of such a suit, but the stock was weak any 
way on the serious falling oft in earnings tu 
January, and it was knocked off 1 per cent, 
in quick order. The bears covered at the 
decline and the markot began to go up again. 
There was some interest in Pacific preferred, 
which advauccd lji per cent, and was quite 
heavily bought. 

At the moutnly meeting of tho Board of 
Directors Charles B. Wright was elected a 
Director in the place of lieury Villard, re¬ 
signed. Mr. Wright has been identified with 
the company for years and served as its 
President. He resigned from the Directory 
two years ago on account of ill health, and 
fci« re-election was entirely unexpected to 
himself. Nothing else but routine matter 
wan transacted at the board meeting. 

It is believed on the street that Mr. Gould 
is moving stock. In any event, it is very 
strong, and it was closely followed by the 
rest of the ex-Villard stocks. All those 
stocks have been dull for a couple of months. 
There is a considerable short interest in them 
and if they are properly manipulated they 
may be advanced considerably. The situa¬ 
tion in Washington is regarded as much more 
satisfactory than any time mi ice the introduc¬ 
tion of the House CoxOTnitteo resolution 
forfeiting the land grant. It Is believed there 
will be powerful opposition among the Dem¬ 
ocratic members of the House to so sweeping 
a measure. The Pacifies, if the talk ubout 
them to-day is taken into accouut, have re¬ 
covered from the unpopularity of last au¬ 
tumn, almost for the first time since Septem¬ 
ber. There was a bullish feeling in them aud 
they were bought with confidence. 

To day’s advance in the genera] list was 
slight, it was apparent ten days ago that the 
bulls still had control, but it now seems as if 
they hud determined on another advance. 
Every day this week the markot has steadily 
advanced without much pressure. There is 
undoubtedly a good deni of buying by lead¬ 
ing sjieculators, and the response of the mar¬ 
ket has had the effect of disconcerting the 
U*ar». Ouo excelleut sign, the precursor fre¬ 
quently of a bolter market, is the strength 
aud activity of bonds. Many securities tbut 
went beggiug a month ago are now iii stroug 
demand and prices improve daily. 

It is known that floating stocks are pretty 
generally locked up, which gives the bulls au 
undue advantage and counLeracts to a largo 
degree the bearish feeling in regard to tho 
general situation. If Mr. Gould comes home 
a bull, he will find tho market in n better 
condition for a rise than when ho left, and, 
ns he prophesied, higher. Gold shipments, 
a stiller rate for money, decreased railroad 
earnings mid the usual movement of funds 
about April 1 may bo used by the bears aud 
retard a heavy advance, but with half tho 
energy displayed last January Mr. Gould 
cuu go on with his movemeut u$til the prom¬ 
ise of crops comes to his assistance. The out¬ 
look is for au active market, and, barring 
unusual accidents, a higher range of prices. 

Tho Secretary of the Metal Exchange, in 
speaking of the quotations of iron, said thev 
wens made for iron certificates on the basis 
of No. 2 iron.

New Albany /.'drier: "Talking of tbo 
hack-waler up Silver Creek reminded an old oet- 
ller in ( lurk c .uuty of bow, in the olden times, 
a wav back al*mt 1819. wlu-n a aidp and two 
boats were built near the Gut Foru. At that 
luu- Washington and Jacob GarriMiti ran a mill 
on the creek, and nl**> ovrm-d large tracts of laud 
in that vicinity. VN nshiugtori GareiNon was a 
ship corprtiter. litiritig the preceding summer, 
fall and w inter two boat* wer** built on the Clark 
county aide, and a viilp.OH the Vloy-I county *idu 
of the creek, ami In tfie spring, when tiie back¬ 
water came up. they were all three launched and 
floated down to the month of the creek. A large 
crowd was present u* witness the launchings, 
and a number of (H-rwotis, as wns the custom, 
launched on the crafts. Matthew Tomlin, 
long >tuce deceased, broke ihe regulation bottle 
of wine over tho prow* of the ship and named her 
uranoke. When the vessel struck the water she 
careened so that everybody thought she would 
enpsire, and two ladies fainted from fright. 
The ship was taken to New Orleans by Jacob 
Garrison and sold for co isti ng services. The 
boats were used on the Ohio and some of its trib¬ 
utaries. l.oeui*t plus were used instead of spike* 
iu the construction of the ship, os tho pins 
would neither rot out nor rot trie wood through 
w hich they were driven. Several small sloops 
and other mailing ve-*.vejs were afterward built 
around the falls, but the Oranoke was probably 
the first «hq> ever built in tut* vicinity. Mrs. 
Mary Miller, recently commissioned captain of a 
steamer on the l^ower Mississippi, is a relative 
of tho Garrisons, and probably gets her love of 
navigation from the pioneer ship builders of Sil¬ 
ver creek.

••BUSINESS." 

Thursday, March 20. —The declining 
tendency in breadstuff* was cheeked upto-day 
in controlling markets, but little more was 
accouipl isht*d t ban to arrest the decline. Im¬ 
provements in price were slight. Receipts 
liberal and exports moderate. Provisions 
were firm and higher. Spot cotton continues 
to advance in Southern markets, whiie Now 
York and Liverpool were stationary. Fu¬ 
tures advanced 8(ii.4 points. Tho livestock 
markets were steady to firm, with a slight 
rise in hogs. 

In New York money was easy. Foreign 
exchange was steady. Government bonds, 
were higher. Stock speculation was quiet 
And tendencies were diverse, the majority of 
changes, however, being in favor ot holders. 

In London English consols and American 
railroads were slightly higher. Tho bank of 
England reports a gain this week iu bullion 
of about $8,000,000. with a continued rapid 
rise in the reserve. The Bank of France 
gains about flK.)O t OOO. 

In Liverpool cottonSvns llrrn, provisions 
were lower and corn was a trifle off. 

SPEED THE DAY. 

Col. BiiECKissiwatu closed his eloquent 
speech Tuesday night with these words: 

*’I look forwurd to the day wbt-u iu this old 
Stare of ours we shall have ampler learning nud 
a broader culture ami a nobler mode of thinking; 
with a university like Harvard and a training 
school like Exeter and a scientific school like 
Sheffield. With these modes of training men, 
Kentucky will come to the lead In everything as 
she is coming to the lead under Cam. isle, Black* 
bcan and others. Uon speed the day, and grant 
Louisville the leadership.** 

Thit» is the new spirit which is abroad 
and which an yet only finds expression in 
a speech of an orator. We have grossly 
neglected our opportunities; we lmvo al¬ 
lowed other Suites to puss us; we have 
been niggardly and narrow and provin¬ 
cial. We have boasted too much and have 
allowed ourselves to be dominated by an 
evil spirit of selfish content. 

Fortunately, we are u^akeuing, or we 
hope we are. Those who arp sanguine be¬ 
lieve they see sigus of a better day. We 
find wo liuve lost prestige, we have retro¬ 
graded. we have not maintained ourselves. 
Ignorance and illiteracy darken our bor¬ 
ders. confuse our counsels, impede our 
progress. Crime has been frequent, dc- 
termiued and deadly, and tlio law, at 
times, impotent. These are the reflec¬ 
tions which come to every observant man, 
and they have aroused a feeling of dissat¬ 
isfaction that must result in changes rad¬ 
ical and far-reaching. 

Superficial uctions do not meet the de¬ 
mands of the limes; we must go to the 
heart of the matter. We need to have a 
revival which will concern itself with 
something more than restrictive legisla¬ 
tion or the repeal of obnoxious laws. Our 
standards of morality must be elevated ; 
personal chnructer be more respect¬ 
ed, education be truer to the needs 
of the hour, nml we must recognize the 
fact that education imposes grave duties 
and brings increased responsibilities. We 
need the educated man everywhere, not 
only in politics, but in the counting 
house, in the school-house; we need him 
in thts pulpit, in the factory; wherever 
man is there is needed education, educa¬ 
tion that is constantly broadening, deep¬ 
ening, altering and elevating individual 
character. 

These things imd be secured; these 
changes must be brought about or the his¬ 
tory ot State is written and its pages 
closed. There is a Jaw which makes it 
impossible for a man or a peopie to stand 
still; we move, and we ourselves choose 
whether it is forward or backward. 

The influences of the Southern Exposi¬ 
tion were manifold aud manifest In noth¬ 
ing was the work better than in educat¬ 
ing our own people, the people of Louis¬ 
ville and of Kentucky, expect better 
things iu lhe fuj^ire, and to demand them, 
changing our # standaids of success, plant¬ 
ing the good seeds of discontent and dissat¬ 
isfaction Everywhere. This is but the bej 
ginning. Slowly old customs pass away, 
aud a new order arises, hut the change has 
begun. The Exposition itself was the man¬ 
ifestation of this spirit which is so stimu¬ 
lated. 

At the foundation of this new civiliza¬ 
tion is material development, as the won¬ 
derful machinery was the center, the key 
stone of the Southern Exposition; but it is 
not all. We can not stop with railroads 
and coal rniucs, aud when we ask what a 
man is worth it will not do to express this 
Value in commercial aigus and symbols. 

Wc want more schools and better; we 
W’nut libraries, and colleges, and universi¬ 
ties in tiinc^ we want art galleries, aud 
school* of design, and schools of tech¬ 
nology Wc want to know more of the 
languages and of the sciences, to gather 
more knowledge and systematize it and 
use it, gaining wisdom with experience, 
and influence with a higher culture. 

This epoch will come in gradually, but 
with Col. Breckinridge \vu believe it is 
coming. It will come by working for aud 
believing iu it and prophesying it. It 
will cotno when the “gonial gentleman” 
with hit* urts and complacences and com¬ 
pliments aud insincerities has given place 
to those of more serious nature and more 
steadfast sitfcerily. Every reform is at 
first a private opinion; when it has been 
accepted widely and become what we call 
public opinion it bus revolutionized society. 
Wc are to benefit our dnv and generation 
by our own private and individual con¬ 
duct. With the individual rests the wel¬ 
fare of the people. The best university is 
in the family; make it attmetive, make 
its influence beucitoeul, elevating, purify¬ 
ing, aud society moves ever onward. The 
man whose influence is strongest and most 
lasting is not necessarily the one iu public 
station; it is rather tho private citizen, 
tempted by no political ambition, who 
lives uprightly, and cultivates learning, 
indulges hospitality nnd speaks the truth. 
It is from homes such as he makes come the 
demand for universities, comes n sprout 
which make universities possible. 

. We must realize somethiug of this here¬ 
in Louisville. Ours is a c ity of homes, 
hut let us not stop with houses and churches; 
we dare not stop with these, far they 
alone would not long remain. We should 
expect something more of one another, and 
equal expectation. Then some good wuu 
dying will endow a college or a chair, or 
give some pictures to tho public or open a 
school where technical education can be 


had. This pioneer will be followed by 
auothcr and another and another. Giving 
will grow into a custom, and the influences 
of these institutions will create new forces 
which will work for the upbuilding of so¬ 
ciety. 

We want all of us to briug it about; we 
are willing each to do his share. Well, 
the first step is to be taken now, aud it is 
to place at the disposal of the managers of 
the Southern Exposition money sufficient 
to carry out all their designs. This will 
prepare the way for other things. \V e 
have as one result of last year’s work the 
nucleus of au art gallery; the second will 
be something more thau this, and subscrib¬ 
ers should feel that they are not merely 
contributing to one year’s material growth, 
but to tho permanent progress aud eleva¬ 
tion of our people. • 

NO MORE CONCESSIONS. 

The sincerity of the tariff reformers in 
Congress has been evidenced by their 
whole course. Fully appreciating what 
radical reform is needed and demanded iu 
the tariff system, they have been guided 
by a moderation and conservatism which 
have disturbed and alarmed their oppo¬ 
nents. They have proved that they are 
workiug for the practicable, rather than 
the, at present, unattainable; that they are 
seeking to give the people some real re¬ 
lief, however slight, rather than attempt¬ 
ing more considerable reductions in tax 
burdens which they could not now ac¬ 
complish. 

The Morrisou Bill as first introduced 
iu thp House was a concession anil a com¬ 
promise. As finally reported bark by the 
Ways and Means Committee, it was still 
further a concession and a compromise. 
The per cent, of reduction made bv the 
Original bill was nearly 20, little enough, 
in all reason; but in its present form the 
measure makes a reduction of hardly mure 
than 15 per cent, and the original ex¬ 
tensive tree list proposed has been “con¬ 
ceded” away iu the interest of harmony to 
three articles. 

This conciliatory action of the commit¬ 
tee was doubtless wise. They ask in the 
present bill all that they think they can 
get from this Congress. \ They could not 
have presented a more moderate bill which 
would have been worth the enactment at 
all. In agreeing on this out* they have done 
all they could have done conservatively 
aud consistently. They can not go turtlier 
to conciliate the Randall factlou without 
sacrificing principle. If there is to be har¬ 
mony, it is the duty of the minority to ad- 
vuin'o to the majority the rest of the way. 
As yet this minority hns* not budged, but 
stuud imperatively demanding that the 
party come to it if harmony is to be secured. 

It is reported that probably yet more 
concessions are to be made to this faction; 
that the free list in the bill will lie aban¬ 
doned nnd the measure otherwise muti¬ 
lated and crippled in deference to the mar¬ 
plots. 

It is to be hoped that this is not so. The 
revenue reformers have already receded 
far enough iu the iuterest of harmony. 
They can not go further without muking 
a surrender. To whittle the Morrison 
Bill away to nothing would lie looked on 
as a mere party juggle and trick. The 
country has had a good example of this 
kind of tariff “revision” iu the act of last 
March. It do isn't want any more of it. 

Let no further concessions be made. 
Let the Morrison Bill ©bulk the line of the 
party's position ip Congress, aud let those 
claiming to be Democrats toe the mark or 
openly take the responsibility for the cou- 
sequences._ 

A VINDICATION OF = DIGNITY.” 

It is to be hoped that we shall now hear 
no more of the Lasker episode. The 
soofltr that is forgotteu the more unruffled 
will be our national pride—if w r e have any 
national pride. 

When Bismarck administered his 
brusque rebuff to Congress there was in 
this country a general feeling of resent¬ 
ment, independent of any consideration of 
the conventionalities of the case. It was 
deemed eminently proper and consonant 
with national “dignity” that a conserv¬ 
ative yet positive expression as to Bis¬ 
marck s action snould be made by Con¬ 
gress. 

This was recognized not only by our 
own country, but by other nations. Bis¬ 
marck himself seemed to awake to a 
realization of the awkward step ho had 
taken, as wa3 fully attested by his floun¬ 
dering defense in the Reichstag. 

Congress, however, lias seen tit to actu¬ 
ally apologize to Bismarck. It has al¬ 
lowed the Committee on Foreign Affairs 
to dictate to it a set of resolutions, the first 
one of which is simply an explanation of, 
aud apology for, the original Lasker reso¬ 
lutions. Having eaten this humble pic, it 
is to be hoped that the mouth of Congress 
is too full to say anything more about 
“dignity.” 

There U an important difference be¬ 
tween strutting buucoinb aud a proper na¬ 
tional spirit, aud it would seem that an 
exhibition of the latter might have been 
made by Congress without yielding to the 
former, and certainly without licking the 
boot that kicked it. 

Secretary Fuelinghuysen turned the 
tables decidedly in our favor. It would 
have been better to allow the matter to 
rest as he left it. However, if Congress is 
satisfied, Bismarck certainly is, and the 
country may leave the affair between thorn. 

ABIDING FAITH. 

Every speech made at the Exposition 
meeting at the Opera-house the other night 
testified to the fact that through the South¬ 
ern Exposition Louisville gained a celebrity 
which was entirely unexpected. The gen¬ 
eral idea ran through all the speeches that 
until that event Louisville was not very 
well known rind was less appreciated, but. 
thut*thc Southern Exposition had not ouiy 
made our city known abroad, but had 
aw akened the people of Kentucky to the 
fact that Louisville Is the metropolis of 
the State aud identified with the interest 
of the whole Commonwealth. 

The people of Louisville have not fully 
appreciated this fact that has ap impressed 
strangers. The Southern Exposition 
placed Louisville in a new position before 
the world. In the past lew months an un¬ 
usual number of foreigners of means and 
representative character have visited our 
city, coming to learn something of the still 
little known resources of Kentucky. 
Without exception these strangers have 
shown familiarity with the purpose, the 
character aud the magnitude of the Ex¬ 
position last year, and most of them ex¬ 
press surprise at finding Louisville so im¬ 
portant a city as it is. We think we are at 
least known to the people of tho South; 
but Lieutenaut-Governor Hindman said 
that one of the chief causes of his gratifica¬ 


tion in recently traveling through thqp 
South was the number of favorable com¬ 
ments he heard on Louisville from persons 
who had visited us for the first time dur¬ 
ing the Exposition. Nor were the people 
met by Governor Hindman those who 
travel little; they were simply people 
accustomed to taking no note of Louisville 
and only learned of us through our Ex¬ 
position. 

These were the plain facts underlying 
all the oratory at the Opera-house. There 
was not a speaker who did not suggest 
that wo had never done justice to our¬ 
selves until last year, nnd they all betrayed 
surprise that a people siluau-d like ours 
would hesitate at a new opportunity that 
is so filled with the promises of Inst year. 

The ringiug words of Col. Breckin¬ 
ridge struck hard at the disposition of our 
people when he said: “Whether it be a 
regiment of cavalry chargiug over cannon, 
or a student at midnight wrestling with 
abstruse problems, or a commercial city 
like Chicago, faith m yourself, faith in 
your courage, faith in your own enterprise 
is the grand sub-stratum quality on w hich 
success it ust be based.” Perhaps this has 
been our fault in years gone by; perhaps 
we arc not without this fault even now. 
Perhaps we have too many who have no 
faith at all; perhaps none of us have faith 
enough. 

At all events, those who came to spenk 
to us found something to suggest to their 
minds that wo lacked in some measure the 
exalted faith and high resolve that carry 
individuals, communities aud peoples to 
successful effort over ull obstacles. 

If we do so impress visitors there is need 
that we incite one another, encourage our 
own energies. And there is need that we 
should make special effort uot to fail iu 
what we have the faith and courage to be¬ 
gin; for our reputation demands that 
whatever wo are in we shall carry through, 
whether it be au exposition or other un¬ 
dertaking. 

In the attitude in which Louisville is 
now placed; in the character iu which she 
seems to Impress observers; with the un¬ 
dertaking which is now upon us, the peo¬ 
ple of Louisville can ill afford to forget 
these words of Col Breckinridge: “If 
you lose faith the enterprise fails, and you 
not only lose it yourself, but you lose it iu 
the estimation of all Kentucky and of all 
abroad who look upon j*ou.” 

THE ENGLISH COTTON TRADE. 

It is of much practical interest to the 
American cottou trade to note that in Eng¬ 
lish spinning and weaving districts a very 
exceptional degree of animation and pros¬ 
perity are prevail ng. We quoted a few 
days ago the opinion of au English au¬ 
thority of the highest rank that the trude 
situation in Manchester is brighter than it 
has been iu two or three years. This Is the 
principal weaving^center, but in Oldham, 
the principal spinning district, it is indi¬ 
cated by late English newspapers that trade 
is in a condition which, on this side of the 
the Atlantic, would be described us a boom. 
There is a brisk development of new spin¬ 
ning undertakings, and it is estimated that 
at least twenty new mills are iu the way of 
being established. The stocks of old mills 
have not advanced very greatly, but this 
is because of the extensive expansion of 
new competition in the district Spinning 
profits ure, of course, the source of this 
unwonted activity, and they are doubtless 
very handsome. It Is estimated, for in¬ 
stance, that the average profits per pound 
arc one-fourth to three fourths cent greater 
than in December. They have been un¬ 
doubtedly good for a period of several 
years, as Is evidenced by the steady increase 
in the outturn of yarns, but this w ould ap¬ 
pear to bo at present beyond any experi¬ 
ence of late years. The weaving trade has 
been “putting up a poor mouth” as usual, 
but, in the meanwhile, the consumption 
of yarns has also been steadily increasing, 
and 1ms found the basis of the exceptional 
prosperities of the spinners. The present 
condition is described in the opinion quoted 
above 

It is thus that free-trade England, laying 
hold upon the vital elements of commercial 
prosperity expands, in a time of commercial 
depression, the limits and profits of this 
immensely important trade, while the 
United States, with greator advantages, 
confines her enterprise to supplying the 
home market, aud forces it to languish on 
small sales and small profits. 

As to the cotton interest, the foreign situa¬ 
tion, however, is highly reassuring. 

John D. White, the grotesque carica¬ 
ture upon statesmanship, whom an in¬ 
scrutable Providcnco has placed in Con¬ 
gress to misrepresent the honest High¬ 
landers of Eastern Kentucky, has had an¬ 
other stage fit. Iu the debates on the 
Bond Extension Bill he has endeavored to 
demonstrate by spasms of ill-assumed in¬ 
dignation that “mischief is afoot,” and 
that he alone is tho boy to hamstring the 
same as it advances with giant strides 
upon the Treasury.

Congress which has been designed in any 
way to benefit Kentucky. „ That Johnny 
of ours is a lad to swear at. 


It is a matter of experience and observa¬ 
tion that to make proper distinctions with 
respect to the whisky question is not 
always feasible to some of our fellow-citi¬ 
zens, though it is frequently an important 
operation. 'A mistake is apt to be followed 
by sundry delusions, one of which consists 
in presenting things to the victim in error 
in inverted, topsy-turvy and confusing 
aspects. This state of affairs teuds in the 
direction of jim-jams. From such a mis¬ 
calculation we judge the Atlanta Constitu¬ 
tion to be suffering. But as its crankiness 
is confined chiefly to tariff aud internal 
revenue affairs its maduess may possibly be 
“nor norwest,” and its case may perhaps 
require a graver diagnosis. Than a case 
of madness of this type nothiug is more 
.mystifying to scicncif, and we shall watch 
the future symptoms with such interest us 
the case may deserve.

stamp to you.

Exposition with souvenirs In the shapo 
of twenty-11 ve-dollur subscriptions. All 
women like music, many like art, some 
like machinery and industrial displays. 
The Exposition is a chance for all. We 
eau not have it unless the women of Lou¬ 
isville will come to the rescue. A letter 
from Cappa yesterday says that he would 
rather come here than go to Brighton 
Beach. Gilmore Hays he must come here. 
Tho Exposition Managers can not start 
the music until the people of Louisville 
give tho word. Let the ladies be heard 
from. _ 

No man can accomplish great deeds 
without faith in himself. No community 
can do great tilings unless it is pervaded 
by the spirit of fuitli. But in business as 
iu religion, faith manifesto itself by deeds 
not Words. The enthusiastic applause 
that greeted eloquent sentiments expressed 
at the Opera-house meeting will not build 
our Exposition. We may clup our hands 
ovct« the suggestion that what is ours is 
the State’s, and that the glory and honor 
of Louisville are the glory aud honor of 
the Commonwealth, and tip our glasses 
threo times three and a tiger to Speaker 
Okfutt aud Senator IIallaM in recogni¬ 
tion of the senlimeut, but wc must make 
the glory we are to share with the Com¬ 
monwealth and we must forge the bonds 
that makes Kentucky ours. 

That brilliantly enterprising journal, 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, mukc5*edito 
riAl announcement that ex-9enntor Mc¬ 
Donald “advises Mr. Morrison and his 
feliow-horizontalists to let the tariff alone, 
and it ‘will settle itself iu len years by the 
logic of events.’ ” The Globe-Democrat 
is probably the only newspaper iu the 
country which hasn’t seen Mr. McDon¬ 
ald’s emphatic denial, published two or 
three weeks ago, that he ever said any 
such thing, with his manly card urging the 
Democrats iu Congress to press actively 
fdr tariff legislation at this session.

This was a rich lumber re¬ 
gion, from which 12,000,000.000 feet of 
pine have been taken. This lumber was 
sold at an average of $10 per 1,000 feet, 
aud the same counties, alter destroying 
their forests, arc now importing pine lum¬ 
ber at a cost of $30 per 1,000 feet. It is a 
feature of peculiar fatuity in this reckless 
policy that a rapid rate cf appreciation»in 
value is guaranteed by the growth of popu¬ 
lation, and a perfectly sure and steady ex¬ 
pansion of demand and consumption.

yict’s cell. He was not n prisoner at the 
timo of his death, but was allowed to return 
and dto in prison, which ho looked upon as a 
homo.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


A Vast Amount of Work to Be Bonn in a Short Timo 
Or To Be Left Undoao-Tho Advantage of 
tbs Hallam Re*eluturns. 


THE PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL. 


fSnrcusi to the Courier-Journal.} 
Frankfurt, March 20.—A Senator said 
yesterday that it w ns a self-evident proposi¬ 
tion that the work before the Legislature 
was largely disproportions! to tho timo tbnt 
would be allotted for its disposal. Adjourn¬ 
ment was bound to catch a largo proportion 
of important legislation incomplete, aud that 
the Legislature nor tbo public could reasona¬ 
bly expect anything else. He said it was a 
condition of things that was natural and un¬ 
avoidable under the peculiar circumstances. 
The first five weeks of tho session wore lit¬ 
erally given over to the Bcuulorial coule»t, 
and all general legislation was held iu 
abeyance while that contest was pending. 
The {Senatorial question disposed of, tho 
question of asylum oulrages and misman¬ 
agement was forced upon legislative atten¬ 
tion, aud resolutions were formulated and 
committees appointed, which took a largo 
number of active, working member* from 
the Regular deliberations of the two houses 
for several weeks. On top of asylum inves¬ 
tigations camo unprecedented floods, wide¬ 
spread and fearfully disastrous in character, 
which necessarily involved legislative dis¬ 
traction aud absence of members, entailing 
additional and burdensome duties upon re¬ 
maining members, who were already grap¬ 
pling with a sufficiency of work. Commit¬ 
tees were unnblo at times to work on account 
of necessary absences of membors; others 
were compelled to shape their se&dons to ac¬ 
commodate members who were working on 
sevlhil committees, aud others were so crip¬ 
pled by absences aud multiplicities of session 
aud committee work by thoir member's, that 
the wonder only i* that so much work has 
been accomplished as the records show. He 
said further, that the character of legisla¬ 
tion bud never been rncro important, and 
was demanding thought, study and formu¬ 
lation that could not bo disregarded without 
greut danger of injury to tho public service 
and general good of th* Commonwealth. 
It was ruinous To talk of hurrying 
legislation and brief consideration of 
the serious legislation now under considera¬ 
tion. The most economical and common- 
sense course now was to adopt some method 
of thoroughly digesting the important 
measures now pending. The expenses of a 
careful and complete study and formulation 
of acU were as nothing wbeu compared with 
the great danger of a panic that would bring 
hurry to tho passage of bills and untimely 
adjournment, with a view of placating a 
thoughtless clamor over legislative coutiuu- 
ance. The Senator concluded his interesting 
remarks by expressing the opinion that Mr. 
Haliai:i>8 resolutions looking to a vacation 
committee work wore bolu timely aud valua¬ 
ble, suggesting, os they do, a method of relief 
which, if uot adopted, will at least pqvo the 
way to a satisfactory solution of the serious 
demands for a dtffitxjrale and sufficient con¬ 
sideration of the Important work before the 
Legislature. The Senator is one of the most 
laborious and intelligent members of bis 
body, and is as modest and conscientious os 
he is faithful to his duties and to the interests 
of the State. Hia remarks Induct'd the jury 
to announce a verdict of approval without 
leaving the box. 

The .Seuator from Hart grew fervid and 
considerably wrought up over Senator Hoys’ 
joint resolution ou the subject of the tariff. 
He bad no idea of the Republican minority 
being ignored by legislative resolu¬ 
tions that resolved solely as the 
Democratic party in tho General As¬ 
sembly. The Senator seemed possessed 
with tho idea that the great Republican 
party would toss the Democratic party at 
the Novemlrtir olectiun as easily as the wbirl- 
wiud could a pile of dry wheat straw, despite 
the adopted or unadopted resolutions of the 
Senator from Louisville. From the louts 
given out yesterday, those tariff resolutions 
will be the signal for a bloody tight, in which 
the gentleman from Hart will be one of tbo 
foremost iu the fray. It Is to be hoped tho 
Committee ou Federal Relations wiil remove 
the serious apprehensions expressed in the 
Senator’s predictions u> to their eternal 
burial with the committee and report them 
at an early day that there may be some dis¬ 
cussion, not unaccompanied by considerable 
of the unexpected. 

Tho School Bill lies attained such degree of 
preparation as to indicate its early presenta¬ 
tion to the Legislature. The friends of the 
bill, os it will be presented, express confi¬ 
dence in its acceptability, and say it has 
been carefully prepared, rigidly scrutinized, 
and invited all the valuable suggestions at¬ 
tainable. Thu opinions entertained by the 
people nt Inr^o ar*f so at variance with any 
common Loan of agreement that might be 
reached by compromise that there need bo no 
surprise to see a savage onslaught upon it iu 
almost any shapo it may be presented. 
The question of the retention or ab¬ 
olition of tho County Commissioners, 
together with the adoption of stand¬ 
ard school-books. will be sufficient 
warrant for a d^perate fight. It is to bo 
bo(«ed that whatever is done will b« influ¬ 
enced by a sincere desire to foster the in¬ 
terests of a common-school education end to 
give the largest efficiency and tho greatest 
pro rata per capita to the common-school 
iund that t*. possible. Every interest should 
be subordinated to giving iu creased effi¬ 
ciency to tie* workings of the svetera. 

A law-maker remarked a day or two ago 
that if there was any disposition in the pub¬ 
lic to see a circus what is a circus, it should 
be on baud when those apfibrliomuent maps 
are beg tuning to throw their shadows on tho 
legislative canvas. Ho said tho number of 
patriots who are watching that turn of the 
legislative lottery-wheel are only exceeded 
in number by the* gliltotiJg hosts which be- 
stud the frosty-night sky.

Mr Foglo moved to recommit the bill to the 
Ju liciAry Committee. 

Mr Frederick bad called this hill up at his own 
lustance. The legislation was of a claas abso¬ 
lutely n*‘ccsiary to a city of tbe commercial Im¬ 
portance of a city^Ute Loul*Til)e. 

Mr. Hays ofl’ered nn amendment authorizing 
any party desiring to do so to Institute proceed¬ 
ings of inquiry* into its safety or securities. 

Mr. Cox moved to amend tho motion to recom¬ 
mit the bill by requit ing it to bo reported to the 
benate on Wednesday next. 

Mr. Cox—banks und Insurance—Reported a 
bill to incorporate the Lexington Trust, Loan and 
Deposit Company, aud a bill to Incorporate the 
American Trust Company, of Louisvifie. Re¬ 
ferred to Judiciary Couuuitiee. 

Special order—A bill for the benefit of the 
friendless .mi fallen women of Kentucky. 

Mr Hays was so deeply impressed with the 
great und wide-reaching importance of tile pur- 
und' rlying (lie bill that ho was inclined to 
have the proim-filon in such shape as will meet 
the View® of tho Senate. The good Involved in 
thi-« proposition was beyond calculation and 
could not be gainsaid by any who were at all 
familiar with the needs of Ihi* work and Us great 
and incalculable bcnefita. Ho had a letter rriul 
from the Chief of Rolico of Louisville giving cer¬ 
tain facts b<-Aring upon the pending bill and re¬ 
citing happenings, which Attracted profound at¬ 
tention. >ir. Hays arrued from a standpoint 
purely in the interest of peaceful homes and the 
great moral good sure to rtisue upon the passage 
of tnis bill, if the Senate thought tbo amount 
naked was too large he begge i some member to 
suggest some adequate amount that would se¬ 
cure tltegreat end in view. The whole Slate 
was interested, and he bagged tlio Senate not to 
confound th«* idea of exclusiveness to the ojw*ra¬ 
tions of tbe bill. Though the city of Louisville 
was the home of these unfortunate crea¬ 
ture*. they were the wandering and 

unfortunate children of the whole 

Slate, and tho benefits were theirs alike with the 
btuitteu children of the oily. The Senator’s Appeal 
Hr as earnestly characterized and ably ana fer¬ 
vently delivered, and elicited most respeciful at¬ 
tention during its delivery 
Mr. Fogie said there was no Senator who did 
not sympathize with the purpose.* of the bill aud 
had profound respect for the Senator's argu¬ 
ment, hut there wan no authority under the con¬ 
stitution for donating funds to private institu¬ 
tions. 

Mr, Robbins coincided with these views and 
Joined m lb© earn eat gjrtunathT °f ib® Senator 
lnmi Marion. This prop©-1 lion, however, did not 
come within the bounds of diacmsion Involv'd in 
the management oi‘ other unfurtunato children of 
tho State. Lunatic*, in© deaf und dumb, idiot*, 
and the blind apj-e ded to our sympathies from a 
s’andpoihl winch did not involve self-consent, 
die ciaa* was unfortunate without its content, 
the other by its own action. However, the prin- 
c'.pie stated by th-.- Senator from Lhf county of 
Mariou would prevent hLs aanont to the coustltu- 
tionnl departure involved in this proposition. 

Mr Tnulbee wa* in sympathy with the pur* 
pOM'» of the bill, and would go as far a* ant body 
in encouraging reformatory measures, but he 
could not and would not vote for thi* hill. 

Mr. liay» moved to strike out ten thousand dol¬ 
lars and Insert five thousand. 

Ilia substitute was then put upon its passage, 
the aves aud nay* being ordered. 

Mr. carpenter thought the btate should have 
some rep re •ctitativc iu the administration of the 
uffuirt of tuc institutlous-if it contributed. He 
wa> in sympathy with the movement, but hardly 
saw hi* right to vote the amount though he 
should likely do so. 

The substitute wart carried. 

Mr. Hay* moved the recommittal of the bill to 
tbe Committee on Charitablo Institutions. 

Mr. Monday feelingly announced tbe death of 
Mrs. Anna B. Cook, late an honored and efficient 
officer of tbo U oinmou wealth, and moved an ad¬ 
journment until to morrow in respect to her 
memory, a motion which he was certain would 
meet the hearty approval of the entire Senate, 
ou account of the exalted esteem in w-bicli the 
distinguished lady was held by Its members. 

The motion was warmly seconded, and the 
Senate adjourned until to morrow. 

Tbe follow ing is a copy of tho letter of Gen. 
Thomas H. Taylor. Chief of Police of the city of 
Louisville, supplementing the argument of Sen¬ 
ator Hays in behalf of the Women's Christian 
Association of Louisville, vix:

Dear Sir: I beard with considerable interest the 
debate In the Senate yesterday ou the bill giving 
$I0,UuO by the State toward toe buying or build¬ 
ing a suitable house for the "Home of the 
Friendless. ” My position os Chief of Police of 
Louisville has given ine a good many chances of 
seeir g tbe great good this institution does. Not 
only nave many women been redeemed from a 
life' of sin and shame, but to mr own knowledge 
it ha* prevented several young girls from en¬ 
tering on this life. A very large proportion 
of those saved have been from the coun¬ 
try. A good many young girls leave homo 
from some trivial cause, and com* to 
the city, seeking work They have little 
or no money, and wander about the atreeta. '1 he 
police seeing them, and finding what is the mat¬ 
ter. take them to the Home of the Friend»•-**. 
where they arc taken care of. If I did not have 
this place to send them, they would have to lx> 
kept at tbe station-bousa and thrown iu with the 
drunken and vicious. Some girl* are brought 
from the country by vile women, and some by 
their seducer*. Numerous coses <»f thl* kind 
happen where tho women have beea saved ami 
returned to their borne* by this invtitutinn. Two 
or thr***- trine* one woronn. she keeper of a house 
of prostitution, has sent m» word that a young 
girl had been brought to her house. 1 and asking 
me to send for and save her. They have been 
**nt to the Home of tbe Friendless, and returned 
to their family, beveral times I have revived 
telegrams from either parent, guardian or 
friend, asking me to arrest some young girl on 
tin* railroad train, who had left home from sorue 
cause or other, and take **are of them until they 
could come for them. This has lieeu done. The 
tear* of gratitude, aud the heartfelt thanks of 
their parent*, was a sufficient reward for the 
service rendered. If it hud not been for this 
Home of the Friyndle-s, it would have been diffi¬ 
cult to have found shelter (or the runaways. 

Ten thousand dollars is uot one cent too much 
for the State to endow this institution with. The 
go'xl It can rio can only be measured by the capi¬ 
tal they have to do It with The btute hereafter 
will be proud it had given aid to so great and so 
good an object.

DEATH ON THE RAIL. 

% 

An Express Train oa tho Pennsylvania Railroad 
Goes Down In Embankment, the Burst¬ 
ing of tbo Engine's Boiler Follow¬ 
ing the Accident* 


A HUMBER KILLED AND INJURED. 


Pittsburgh, March 20.—Tbe Chicago 
limitad express coming East ran into a land¬ 
slide near Columbiana. O., this morning at 
4 o’clock and was wrecked. Ho particulars 
of the accident have been received here yet, 
but os a special train with physicinus has 
left for the scene, it is believed a number of 
porsous have been injured. 

A later report says Engineer Richards and 
the fireman, name unknown, wm© killed iu- 
stantly and ail tbe passengers more or less 
injured but none killed. 

Official reports to the Pennsylvania com¬ 
pany say: The limited express was coming 
down tbe Franklin grade, three miles east of 
•Salem, Ohio, at the rate of 40 miles nn hour, 
when the engine struck au obstruction of 
tome kind, and jumping the track wont over 
an embankment. Tho entire train left the 
rails, but only tbe baggage car and smokers 
upset. When tho engine overturned, her 
boiler exploded, and James Richard*, tbe 
engineer, and Charles Rhodes, fireman, were 
blow n several hundred yard* und instantly 
killed. Baggage master Beisel and Brake- 
man Landi* were slightly injured. Six pas¬ 
senger* were also painfully hurt, but none 
dangerously. Their names could not be 
learned. The other passengers were badly 
shakettup, but uninjured. A tram was seut 
out from hero immediately and tho passen¬ 
ger* transferred. 

Another account says tho train consisted 
of an engine, three passenger coaches, bag¬ 
gage and mail car and aivrper. I pou roacn- 
iug Franklin Hill tho engine ieft tbe track, 
plunging down an embankment thirty ieot 
below. The baggage car and smoker fol¬ 
lowed, and were badly wrecked. To add to 
tlio horror, almost before tho passengers 
could realize wbat bad happened the boiler 
of tho engine burst, with a report that was 
heard for mile*. Tho baggage cur, lying 
near the engine, w-os blown to pieces, and 
tb«rd^d and mangled bodies of tho euglneer 
aud fireman were found 400 yards away. 
In addition to the injured given already, tho 
colored porter of th© Pullman sleeper tvas 
seriously injured. As yet no definite cause 
can be as»i^ned for the accident, but tho 
opinion is expressed that an oUtructiou was 
maliciously placed on the track in such a way 
a* to be unnoticed by tu© engineer in time to 
avert the accident. 

BtiU inter uctaiis say the train was equipped 
with a combination cuiokmg and buggago 
car, dining car and two sleepvrs, having on 
board twenty-niu© pu&wugcrs bound for 
jtoiuU east of Pittsburgh. The train was iu 
charge of Conductor Holloway, with Engi¬ 
neer Jos. Richards and Fireman Charles 
Rbtxles m the cab, and wriulo rounding a 
sharp curve and running at high speed the 
boiler expiodea with terrific violence, hurl- 
iug th© engine down a fifteen -foot embank¬ 
ment and blowiug th© engiueer and Uremau 
400 feet from the point where the engine 
left the track, killing them instantly. The 
combination car followed the engine and 
landed on the boiler w'lth such violence a* to 
force tbo drivers of the engine tnrough the 
floor, the car being demolished completely. 
Tho diniug-car was thrown over on it* side 
and slid dowu the embankment, and is a 
complete wreck. The remaining two cars 
were forced from tbe track and the trucks of 
the forward car thrown a distance of twenty 
feet. Both cars were badly damaged. 
For a few moments after the explosion 
tbo interior of the sleeper* was a scene of 
inextricable confusion. Tho screams of the 
lady passengers were most heartrending, and 
^the cries of strong men could be heard above 
tbe din calling for help. Some time elapsed 
before an attempt w'as made to ascertain th© 
extent of the accident so great was th© ex¬ 
citement, aud every person being either un¬ 
conscious or imprisoned. The first person to 
emerge from the wreck was the colored (>or- 
ter, who, though badly bruubed, succeeded 
iu breaking tbo windows of the sleepers, which 
afforded an.aveuueof escape, uni one by one 
the passenger* crawled out aud it was soon 
ascertained that none had received aerious 
injuries, although 11 were more or less 
bruised or cut. The employes ou tho tram 
were not #o fortunate. Baggageman ty*is«d 
received a bad cut on the leg. aud it is feared 
lus knee is fractured. The sleeping-cur t on- 
ductor was badly bruised, but not seriously. 
One of the colored porter* was found un¬ 
conscious in th© smoking-car, lying in a pool 
of blood, and it was at first feared be w as 
dead, but after being removed to tbe open 
air h© revived. His injuries are uot consid¬ 
ered fatal. 

The engineer, Richards, resided nt Pitts¬ 
burgh, and P.nodes at Alliance, O. As soon 
as the accident was made known trains 
were sent from Alliance and Pittsburgh 
with surgeons aud other necessaries, and cue 
injured made as comfortabio a* possible. 
Tho company then furnished u special train, 
and th© pasvongcr* wire conveyed to Pitts¬ 
burgh. The escape of the passengers is most 
miraculous, as it seems almost impossible 
that any should have come out alive. In all 
probability, the cause of the accident will 
never be ascertained, but every persou Inter¬ 
viewed exonerate* Engfueer Richards. The 
company place their loss at from $12,IH)0 to 
$ 15,000.

Mr- Btecher Say* Ho Could Namo a Ticket 
That Weald Carry the Domoorata to 
Victory, But He Won’t. 


GENERAL POLITICAL NOTEfl

New York, March 20.—Mr. Beecher is 
out in a political interview. He say* that, 
although he has no doubt tho next President 
w^fil bo a Republican, ho could name a ticket 
for tho Democracy that would draw thou¬ 
sand* of voles from Republican ranks and 
carry the country, but he is not going to do 
it. Mr. Beecher says that tho quesriou of 
reduced taxation is th© ou© question that is 
bound to grow steadily. Although it will 
not be th© issue in the coming election, the 
parties will eater tho Add iu 1888 upon some 
such ground. 

“Do you think,” ho was asked, “that they 
will divide upon protection aud free trade f” 

“I think tu© question of free trad© will bo 
a far more vital and debatable question theu 
than it is going to be now. With my very 
strong feeling on tbe subject of protection, 
it i* not with me simply a question of 
high protection or unbalanced protec¬ 
tion. It is any protection—every single 
shade of protection that is intro¬ 
duced iuto tho tariff—and 1 suppose 
tuut ha* got to bo tho uioie of taxation. I 
don’t think our people are Intelligent enough, 
much it* they know, to allow themsdves to 
raise money by direct taxation, w’hieh is th© 
truo way. But a tariff %ith- moderate— 
with incidental—protection is just lik© beef¬ 
steak with incidental strychnine—every 
single particle of protection teat goes i* 
poison.” 

“What is your opinion as to the probable 
Republican candidate from among those who 
have been named?” 

••Oh, you can’t tell. I think that, all 
thing* considered, on an abstract ground, 
there i* no mau who would make an abler 
President than John Sherman. But John 
Sherman can't be elected. ” 

“Why!” 

“Folks won’t vote for him, that’s the 
principal reasou. TU© next man, to my 
mind, that is prominently be fare tbe public, 
u 8eiiAtor Edmunds in every way an 
admirable candidate, but I think h© labors 
Under tu© saui© difficulty. He would not 
excite th© sympatuies of th© average com¬ 
mon j»eople. What 1 mean is that tho man 
to whom tbe people take is a genial mau, a 
man who has a great deal of fellow feeling, 
who has good nature a* well os ability, who 
can fell a good story and who is interested 
in any man, high or low, wherever ho 
meet* him. Such a man is catching, 
tue people aro interested in him, and, gen¬ 
erally speaking, such mon have large trunks, 
aro big bellied and big chested, with a good 
deal of blood and a well organized head on 
top. Mr. Sherman and Mr. Edmunds have 
able heads with shad bellies. They are not 
catching.” 

"How about Blaino; doesn’t ho fill the 
bill!” 

"I doubt whether Mr. Blaine has any such 
following as your (taper in a quiet way 
woald make it appear that h© ho». I think 
tbe nomination of Mr. Blaine would detneh 
thousands and tens of thousands of Repub¬ 
lican votes at once.” 

“And President Arthur—how would he 
suit!” 

*‘Arthur would bo my choice.” 

“Do you regard hi in as tu© most available 
candidate?” 

“1 can’t say anything about that. I am 
not in a position to know. 1 simply sav 
this, lb.*: if tbe people were inclined to it *1 
think Arthur would make one of ill© wisest 
and best President* wo bav© bad for a lung 
time, and whether he should be nominated it 
sitnmv a practical question.” ^ 

“You haven’t asked mo about Lincoln,” 
added Mr. Beecher. “I think Lincoln would 
probably be tbe adjunct on any 
ticket on which an Eastern man was 
the principal, and Yury possibly would b© 
the leading man in tho West, If tho West 
cave up the principal. 1 doubt about 
I.jgan. 1 don’t think Logau i* going to bo 
strong. I see some symptom* of Gen. Sber- 
mnu's being persuaded by his wrath to ac¬ 
cept tbe nomination. Gen. Sherman is a 
loyal man in hi* wife's behalf, and if any¬ 
body takos up tbe cudgeis against her be¬ 
cause she is a Catholic 1 think very likely ho 
would be willing to put her iu the White 
House to vindicate her. I quite aim ire th© 
loyalty of the old fellow, and I think he 
would sweep the country from North to 
South. Southern people love a good 
tighter.” 

“There has been somo little talk of nomi¬ 
nating Gen. Grant.” 

“I have never heard a hint of it. and sup¬ 
posed that was a thing settled and gone by. 
Of course if Gen. Grant should be nomi¬ 
nated and become a candidate I should take 
the greatest pleasure in advocating him with 
all my heart.' ’ 

"V)u thiuk there is no hope for tbe De¬ 
mocracy!” 

“Weil, as I say,” responded Mr. Beecher 
humorously, “if they lot me put up their 
•-andldatvs and lay out their campaign for 
them they might have some show.’’ 

“If ^|K»aker Carlisle were put up would 
he be likely to pull through!”

Minneapolis, March *20.—The Evening 
Journal'* Brainerd special says; A meeting 
ol' prominent business men of Braiuerd was 
bold last uight to project a railroad from 
Brainord to Mille Lac, lake. The plan is to 
co-opera to with the enterprise of the State 
roruf from l*eech inko to Millo Lacs via 
Brainerd.

THE FRKKlPWTS’ MEETING. 

[OloOt-Pemocrat ) 

Commissioner Kink's official report of the 
proceeding* of the la>t meeting of tbeTruiil#- 
line Presidents, at bis office in New Y’ork, 
March 12, has just been received iu tlm city. 

It is rather late to bn called news, but there 
aru some matter# which tue dbpatebes did 
not cover at the timo and which are worth 
attention. 

For instance. President Roberts, of th© 
IY*nnsylvania Railroad Company, o* soon as 
he got an opportunity, remarked, in a some¬ 
what Pickwickian manner, that he had un¬ 
covered that lie was laboring under a misap¬ 
prehension when ho signed tb© agreement of 
February 7. Re supposed at that time that, 
the Presidents meant tu carryjit out literally. 
Ho had done so. It now Hp|H*ared that the 
parties to the agreement had signed it with 
u mental reservation, which allowed them to 
violate it without any troublesom* qualm* of 
conscience. Under these circumstances he 
wished to offer the following resolution: 

Whiska#, The LVuniwUsioner reports that the 
agreement signed on February T. to adhere t«» < >- 
lablished rate*, lias not beru observed-by notne 
of ilio 1*1 tie* signing th* UU t here I ora 

Ut+olvrd, That the parties signing such agree¬ 
ment. who have strictly adhered to its erni'-. Ik. 
relieved from the find resolution pav*©<i m the 
Presidents' meeting of February 7. 

Au extended dteeuesioti followed the intro¬ 
duction of this resolution, which, it inn) bo 
surmised, was rather animated, but tt was 
finally adopted by a vote of IB yeas to 4 nay* 
—the Michigan Central, Wabash, Grand 
Trunk, and Chicago and Grand Trunk votiug 
in the negative. 

The resolution adopted February 7, and 
than abrogated nt the instance of President 
Robert *, reads a* follows: 

Resolved, That the undersigned Brandt ut* of 
the road* hereby agm> to rnforee nt once the 
cslnhli'.lied tariff*. and that hereafter the respon¬ 
sibility for the niAintcnauce of tariffs shall re*: 
with the President* of the runt)*, anti that no 
variation iu the tariff shall be made without 
their consent. 

This shows vory clearly that the President 
of the Pennsylvania system was determined 
to wash his linnds of the agreement, which 
wa* conceded to have been ruthlessly vio¬ 
lated, iu ordor that any tuture action he 
might choose to take could uot bo called a 
violation of his personal honor or of the 
honor of hi* company. 

The next thing done of interest to St. 
Louis was tho offering of the following iv*o- 
lution by President Garrett, of the Baltimore 
and Ohio, in regard to the ©£tabli*hm©iil of 
pool* at all Western competing points: 

I\cmlv d, That the pools at St. l/>uls. Uini’in- 
nnd and Peoria In^ put in efiVot within thirty da\ * 
cml»aftt*of perccritacts* lo be fixed uudvr the 
rule*of the Joint Executive Dounnlttce: that a 
f.uffh i^nt *uru of money or credit be given to the 
Commisshnier to protect the Interest* of the 
rood*: that tannage be turned over to evwn the 
road* In deficit; amt ithould not thL be done, then 
neUlemcma shall l)« made in gross revenue, 
liber pool* at cotnpedng point* shall he made as 
rapidly as possible. 

Pn**ident Roberts said that this resolution 
wa» already embodied iq the Agreement of 
February f, but. as U wa* moro specific, he 
ino\rd that it bo. together with resolution 
No. 2 of February 7, referred to the Trunk 
Line Executive Oommittoe, with directions 
to put them both into effect a* soon ns possi¬ 
ble. The motion was carried. President 
Roberts then moved th© reduction in East- 
bound rate*, null the reduction was made ac¬ 
cordingly. The proceedings wound up with 
the adoption Of the following levolution, 
which is supposed to be determining the con¬ 
dition of the pool at the present tint*. 

Itrvilvtd, That the hams of rate* this day 
adopted shall lm umiataiuud and enforced with* 
out any form of reservation by all parties here 
present, both for tho railway* they represent 
and again*; all other parlies, and will be gov¬ 
erned In future modifications of the some only 
by tlm rulo of November 10. IHH.'t. vix: That if 
at any time any pnrty in satisfied that the e»tnb 
llsbed furlfT>< are not maintained, then upon hi* 
demand, without requiring direct nro f, the es- 
luoltiihed r ite shall be reduced to the basic of the 
lowest cut rate. 


CAR WHEELS. 

|Ai# Y'orArSini.] 

"There are more than 10,tXX),000 iron car 
wheels in use on American railroads," said 
the Master Mechanic of on© of the trunk 
lines, "and it requires about 525 pound* of 
pig iron 1 • tuako one wheel. About 1,250,- 
000 wheels are won* out every year, and the 
same nuiubuf of new ones must be made to 
take their places. The iron men are called 
upou for only u small proportion of tne 
212,500 tons of material required for tln^o 
nsw wheels, however, for m-arly 205,000 
ton* are supplied by tho worn out wheel* 
themselves. Formerly the life of a car 
wheel was estimated at eight years, but tho 
reduction of the railroads gener* 11 v ti? 
th© standard gauge, and the improvements 
in loading and unloading facilities, have 
materially decreased tho length of service 
that a wheel may be depcudtd ou to perform. 
The uniformity iu gauge keeps the cur* in 
more continuous use, while the dt crease in 
time of loading and unloading ennbles them 
to be put to more active service even whore 
tht*y are run only ou short local routes. 
These figure* do not include the wheel* on 
palace coaches and the better'clax* of pas¬ 
senger coaches. The wheel* on tUnt, grade 
of rolliuff stock are now made almost exclu¬ 
sively o l paper. They are as serviceable as 
iron, aud combine lightness with strength, a 
great desideratum where speed a»d economy 
in motivo power are of paramount import¬ 
ance."

A It©*tew of llir Herrnl tlecliion tn the 
TenneMee < n#o. 

\To the Editor of the Courter-Jounurt.] 

Tho tendency to permit an almost unlimit¬ 
ed control and well-nigh agrarian disposition 
of all property in any wi*> affected with it 
public interest, but more ©specially of rail¬ 
road properties. which for *omo year* past 
has characterized State Ixjgi-lntures, and 
has been encouraged by tho decisions of cer¬ 
tain Slate courts, lm* at length met with a 
determined and salutary check from tho 
United States Court#. Mr. Juxtico Field, iu 
hi# able opinion rendered in tho £*nn Mateo 
cuse, more than it year since, nduiiuistercd n 
very decided rebuke to the methods of as¬ 
sessment which subject, nr nt lenst make, 
such projtertv lutble to reckless and unequal 
taxation; aud wo have reason nowr to be 
lieve that it will lm protected from the ex¬ 
perimental regulation of ignorant aud inca¬ 
pable men, who, having neither knowledge 
of nor interest in its proper management, 
are yet given power to superviw it. Tho 
opinion# recently rendered by Judge Baxter 
and Judge Hammond, in the case of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company 
v*. the Railroad Commissioners of Tennes¬ 
see, and tb© Kant Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia Railroad Company against the same 
defendant#, upon granting tho prayer of 
compluinant* for a preliminary injunction 
restraining tho defendants from exercising 
the powers with which it was sought to 
clothe thorn by the net of March 20, 1882, 
creating tuo Railroad Commission of 
Tenne-seo, aro of unmistakable and 
incisive import. Of thi# act, 
iu tho language of tho court, "It i# enough 
for tlie present to *ay that it purports to vest 
the defendant# with general supervision of 
nil tho ran rind# and radroad operation* in 
Tennessee." it* general provisions are ideii- 
tical with those incorporated in similar acts 
w hich have ho harassed tb© conduct aud 
operations of railroad* iu other Btutes, vir¬ 
tually committing the business to the di*Te- 
tmu and mercy «fi ollwiaU who have had no 
traming or experience, save in small politic*. 
Wh©u the cases are reached on the docket 
the injunction will doubtless be made per¬ 
petual. and if the Supreme Court iiflli m*, a* 
©very lawyer who will examine those opin- 
ious'will expect it to do, there will be nn end 
everywhere to tho "managing" Railroad 
Commisalou. It will bo practically impossi¬ 
ble t > frame one w hich will not conflict w ith 
the doctrine# announced in term* *o cogent 
and decisive a# to have even now the weight 
of authority. Such power of regulation as 
tho State lJegislature? have over tho subject 
is of a nature, clearly *bown bv Judge Bax¬ 
ter, not to be delegated, lu the strong 
language with which be concludes hi* opin¬ 
ion. "The Legislature con enact law * within 
coir-titutiouiti limit* for the regulation of 
ruilrcmd* and rail rand operation*, but it can 
not lawfully authorise a ’commission, by 
direct or indirect legislation intended to ac¬ 
complish that, end, or necessarily involving 
that remit, to take control of their business 
and operations. Such legislation would bo 
nn unauthorized nnd unconstitutional viola¬ 
tion of private right*.' ’ 

Nor D the rvavuning by which ho 
reachos this conclusion applicable merely or 
peculiarly to th© provisions of the Coustitu- 
tion of Tenu©i#ico. It is Ui*©d upon principle# 
which underlie the organic lnw# of all tho 
States, and are inherent in nnd inseparable 
from th© American idea of government. 
And while, for tha purpose* of these case*, 
lie limit- his application of tho Fourteenth 
amendment to tho Consultation of the 
1 ulted States, in its inhibition of the States, 
"denying to any jiereon within their juris¬ 
diction lue equal protection of theluw,'’ to 
certain manifest discriminations tunri# by 
thi# Tennessee act, ho makes it plain that it 
may 1 r» successfully iuvokmi to defeat ail 
egrilation of like nature. 

Bui the opinion of Judge Hammond, while 
not abl©r nor more conclusive in support of 
the result in which they agree, will be re 
ecivad, perhaps, just at. tbi* time, w ith more 
interest, la:cau*© It treat* the question of in- 
ter-State commerce, a* involved in the con¬ 
sideration of nil State laws attempting the 
regulation of railroad operation*—u question 
to which the attcution of t.’ongress is m».w 
.directed more earnestly tlmn at auy time 
heretofore. 

It has been a matter of easy prediction and 
surmiso that tho passage of such nets ns the 
Tennevsee net, uuder discudou, w ould invite, 
nnd, in a measure, compel the intervention 
of Congress. The discrepant ami conflicting 
provision* of the various State law # provid¬ 
ing (or railroad legislation, or the different 
mid discordant rules promulgated by the 
Railroad Commission# of different Stats# in 
their experimental essay# to control the bu»- 
iness— especially in the matter of tariffs—it 
has been discerned, would sooner or later in¬ 
voke not only judicial utterance to command 
uon-interforence with property right*, but 
Coograeilonal action to put an end to confu¬ 
sion and ltwuro uniformity in tho general 
conduct of commerce. 

So strongly, indeed, have tlie leginiatora 
who bavo enacted State laws of ilii« nature 
been impressed with a sen so of thu confusion 
In commercial transaction# likely to be one 
con*oqueno# of their labors. If emulated by 
»tat<-riiieu uf tho saino speculative kidney in 
other States, that taev have, with ti una¬ 
nimity most commendable, sought to provide 
a corrective for #uch Intent ami possible evil. 
Tho Tonnasac# Act. nnd 1 believe all the act# 
which crentu managing railroad commis¬ 
sions, contain provisions authorizing and re¬ 
quiring the (.‘omml»ionor#,to confer, either 
bv correspondence or in convention, with 
those appointed in other States, or with spe¬ 
cial Cm missioned appointed by tho Gov¬ 
ernors of States which have no mich commis¬ 
sion*, "for tho purpose of agreeing, if prac¬ 
ticable, upon a draft of statutes to be *uh- 
matwd to tho Legislature of each State, 
which »hall secure such uniform control of 
railroad trnnsf»ortation in tbo several State#, 
and from one Statu into or through 
another Stale, as w ill best subserve the in¬ 
ter©. U of the trade and commerce of tho 
whole country.*' Judge Hammond notires 
in tho body of bi* opinion thi* thoughtful 
nml. in intention, excellent suggestion, but 
trcaU it u* Judges "learned in tho law" are 
often compel led to treat tho favorito lucu¬ 
brations and lw>*t effort* of well-meanlug 
but ill-informed fabricators of statutes. Ho 
sncf. in regard to this provision in the Ten- 
iip« 30 © act, "It was lo obviate the necessity 
lor making commercial trenrietr—and iu ef¬ 
fect thi* section is a provUfon for such 
treaties—and to avoid the danger, confusion 
a ml di>ost©r certain to result to commerce 
between tho States, from this power of sov¬ 
ereign States over that -commerce, that tho 
©xcluaiv© power was conferred upon the Fed¬ 
eral Government 'to regulate commerco with 
foreign nations and among tue several States 
aud with th© Indian tribes.’ " His languago 
immediately following is well worthy atten¬ 
tion. Ho says: "This operates ns a neces¬ 
sary, wiso and selMmpcsed limitation upon 
th© other .vise Hoverei^n power of tho Stales 
over the subject. It is not a police power in 
any propor M?nse. and in our judgment 
much confusion has arisen by so treating it 
in the struggle to flud some method of evad¬ 
ing the Federal com|>act to surrender it. It 
belongs, it may be, to that Immense and, al¬ 
most illimitable residuum of Govern¬ 
mental power which ha* not boon technically 
clri->itied; but if it ha# been, there is no 
better name for it than that by which it is 
known among all nation*—the commercial 
power, or as it i# called in tho Constitution 
Itself, tho power to regulate commerce. It 
i* ono of the chief function# of all Govern¬ 
ments to promote and euconrago tbo inter¬ 
change of commodities and intercourse of tho 
people among themselves and with foreign 
nation* and neighboring States. Iu tho 
exercise of this power innumerable law* aro 
mndt! and, iu matters relating to the inter¬ 
national or mter-SUte concern# of com¬ 
merce, treaties and compact* are formed, of 
which tho Federal Const!ration is, in this 
respect, a conspicuous example. *• 

Reviewing very carefully and exhaust¬ 
ively th© "Granger case#," Judge Ham¬ 
mond perfectly sustains Die declaration 
with which he common©©* hi* opinion, that 
thev do not ‘‘support tho legislation involved 
in ’ this controversy.” “The decisions 
amount, wo think, only to this—where a 
w areliotit.emfi.n or common carrier is en¬ 
gaged in tho storage of good# or tbdr car¬ 
riage within a state and exclusive!" within 
it, tho rate* of charge# for such business are 
subject to log!dative control by tho State, 
and the fact that such legislation may in- 
directlu and remotehj afi'ect commerce bo- 
twoen t ho State# doo* not invalidate it; Lk>- 
caurn, if Congro 1 -* has, by reason of this in¬ 
direct relation of such local business to inter¬ 
state commerce, any right to as»ert control 
over what is primarily domestic only, it 
Is to be presumed, until Congress acts, thnt 
it docs uot intend to displace iho right of tho 
Suite to control Its domestic commerce.” 

Judge Haruuiond says that these decisions 
do, undoubtedly, disposo of the contention 
made by tho railroad comparne#, "that there 
is such a necessary correlation and inter¬ 


dependence between domestic commerco by 
rail within a State and that which U car riel 
on among tho States and between iocal and 
through ratt** of charge* for transportation 
and competitive rale# from more or lot* dic¬ 
tum points, that local rat©* can not b© regu¬ 
lated by the several States, or any one of 
them, without disturbing disastrously till 
rates whatever, thereby seriously and direct¬ 
ly affecting inter-Mato commerce.’' Ho 
hold* that as to purely domestic commerce 
these decision* must bo understood a# closing 
the argument and preserving "the right or 
Mata control, notw ithstanding any disturb¬ 
ance it may occasion rates for transj)orta- 
tion between the States.’* Mr. Ju»lic« 
Miller, discussing tbls question iu Gray vs. 
tiio Clinton Bridge Company, soenied to in¬ 
cline to a different opinion. Hi# reasoning 
suggests that the difficulty of segregating 
local from through freight, nnd the disturb 
unco caused the general traffic by State reg¬ 
ulation of local rates, or State control of 
domestic commerce, where, by reason of Ut 
admixture and carriage with Inter-Stat# 
commorce, great inconvenient© nml hin¬ 
drance would be occasioned tho latter by 
such control, forbade such control by 
tho State*, and precluded any doubt 
of the right of Cougrei# to prescribe 
nil needful rule# and regulation# 

tor the conduct of this immense traffic over 
any railroad which bo* voluntarily t>ecom« 
part of one of those line# of intcr-State com¬ 
munication.” 

"But,” Judge Hammond goes on to say, 
"there is u vast difference between that 
principle,''tho right of a State to control 
purely domestic commerce, "aud the argu¬ 
ment made here in support of this legislation, 
that until Congress choose# to regulate uiter- 
Stata commerce In respect to rates for traua • 
Donation from ono to another State, the 
State* may regulate it, each within it# own 
Limits. i’h© theory "thnt it I* the act of 
making the charge or rate for transportation 
that tlie State condemns or regulate*, and 
not the transportation itself; wherefore, it# 
effect on Inter-State commerce is only in¬ 
direct," he rebuke* as erroneous; such com 
mere© cun out be *u affected uveu "Inci¬ 
dentally.” It is a sheer ovamou to assume 
that "while the car loud of good# is in New 
\ urk it i* domestic tu that 8t.ut©, and so on 
tn.lL roll* over each State to the end." A 
Stifle may not "bo measured Irom east tc 
went aud fr m north to south” and tho 
charges on till commodities and persons pass¬ 
ing over tho rail* with in the territorial juris¬ 
diction be regulated by State legislation on 
th© basis of such distance. 

It is not nece-sary to follow Judge Ham¬ 
mond in hi* citation of the ca*©» wherein the 
power of Congress to regulate commerce on 
public, navigable rivers has been assorted; 
or where, a# in the Mouleilo case, 20 
Wall., 429, two river#, each lying en¬ 
tirely within the limits of two different 
States, were united by urtificinl means. F 
steamboat* or other agencies of water t.ranv 
portation convey goods from the territorial 
hauls of one State mto another, or tbrougt 
ti.t» States, the court* have always held thai 
such transportation it» affected with the char 
actor tif iulcr-State commerco. 

\\ iule keeping iu view tho distinction be- 
t wren ©out mere*asnl the instrumentalities of 
commerce, Judge.Hammond point* out that 
tlie State* eau not regulate th© commerce— 
thf goods or person* transported—uuder pre¬ 
text of regulating th© in*tnimentahties by 
mean# of which it i* conducted. "It i* the 
instrumentality by which we roach that in¬ 
tangible thing called eommoivo, and iu that 
*cn*o th© instrumentality, aixl uot the com¬ 
merce, is uiwny* regulated." "The eourfr 
lins repeatedly buid, us here, that th# trans¬ 
portation of the commodity exchanged i* a 
purtot tliucouimerc© tuejf; aud if the transit 
be between two or more Slates, it is, ex v 
termini , inter-State transportation and inter 
State commerce. Being so, does not anj 
law which control# the price of tho tranipor 
ration, or restrict# it under pain* and penal¬ 
ties, affect the commerco itself, and thi* at 
directly a# po&dblef" 

A very intoresling, nnd no less important, 
question muy some day bo presented, involv¬ 
ing a further construction of the Constitu¬ 
tional provision, "that Congress shall have 
power lo regulate commerco among the sev¬ 
eral States,” if Congress shall ever pas# law# 
regulating tbo prices of tramqortation. 

Cuiigrasbiniml legislation, under this clause, 
1ms heretofore boon confined to the enact¬ 
ment of statute# providing for the inspection 
of IkmUi and vebseD, granting coasting or 
other liceiUk©#, the coiihtructioa of bridge# 
ov»q* public navigable river*, etc. 

lu no instance lm* Congress yet attempted 
to regulate the tariff* or rates charged by 
any tn*truuientallly for the conduct of 
commerce, whether by land or water, with 
foreigu nations or among thu several States. 
Unquestionably tho constitutional provision 
operates a* an inhibition upon such legisla¬ 
tion by tho Slates, even in tbo absence of 
Cong ref sioual legislation upon the subject. 
Hut does it operate to convoy to < ’ongres* 
such absolute* power not only over commerce 
and tho instrumentalities by which com¬ 
merce is conducted, but over private prop¬ 
erty, ns th© power to regulate prices of 
transportation import*/ Tiiat the court#, 
whoso opinions hav© beeu quoted in thi# ar¬ 
ticle, hold that tho powor goes to this ex¬ 
tant, may not be denied. But that Judge 
Hammond does uot regard thi# regulation of 
rau# and charge# th© chief, or oveu ouo of 
tho principal reasons which induced tha 
clause in question and the conference of iho 
power, and that he holds it lo bo, at least, 
htimed, is shown by th© following pas-snge 
in his opinion*. Speaking of thi* constitu¬ 
tional provision, he say*: It "i# really a 
treaty or compact for absolute free trade be- 
tween the States, subject to »uch uniform 
regulations a* Congress may impose, nud it 
is doubtful if Congrew iUelf could impose 
oue rate for Tennessee, and different rate# 
for tha other State*.’’ 

The language hnbitually held by the 
court* which have had tho subject under 
recent consideration and discussion, very 
clearly manifest# their belief thatsuch regu¬ 
lation of prices of traiis]»ortetkm i# unneces- 
aury, and thnt they oven regard it 
u» unwise and injurious. May 
not tho constitutional provision 
in question be Justly regarded 
a# one of those cessions of power by the 
Slates to bo found in the Federal compact, 
which, while inhibiting them the exorcise of 
a regulation detrimental to the "general 
welfare.” does not fully delegate it to Con¬ 
gress/ The afilrmative form of the grunt 
would not prevent such judicial construction 
of it, if the courts became #atisfiod thnt iu 
exercise to the full extent claimed would 
n«ce#*arily conflict with other equally im¬ 
portant constitutional provisions and impair 
individual rights. The court# would cer¬ 
tainly insist that every Congressional enact¬ 
ment prescribing or determining the charge# 
for transportation should be uniform, not 
onlv in term*, but also in offoct—that an 
actual and uot merely formal equality should 
l>© observed in this respect. Now, notwith¬ 
standing Congressional action of tho kind 
indicated bo;, been suggested for tho very 
purpose of securing #uch uniformity, a very 
brief examination of practical railroad oper¬ 
ations will suffice to show that it would bo 
extremely difficult of attainment. It would 

be very easv to runke rote# apparently 
equitable, but for the vast traffic, immense 
territory and numerous railroad bnes, oper¬ 
ated under widely different condition#, it 
would Lu almost, perhaps quite, impossible to 
make them aetualiv so. Price# of transpor¬ 
tation, which would euable trunk-lines of the 
populous n.id busy North and Fast to make 
unexampled earning#, might reduce to bank¬ 
ruptcy thu roads traversing sparsely settled 
regions iu tbo South aud \\ est. Considera¬ 
tions of this nature, although they may se©m 
purolv economic, can not bo disregarded in 
the judicial interpretation of constitutional 
provision# uuder which such fjowers^are

HEARTLESS CRUELTY. 


The Necessity fora Humn.no 8ocioty With Power to 
Act Once More Exemplified in the Case of 
a Terribly Mutilated Horse. 


THE DRIVER TO BE PROSECUTED. 


The necessity for a humane society in Ken¬ 
tucky was nover more forcibly illustrated 
than on Tuesday Inst, when the emaciated 
form of a bruised and bleeding horse, full of 
runniug sores, was brought to Joseph Muihat- 
tan, of the Humane Society. Mr. Charles 
Keenan, its owner, had kindly loaned it to 
Alike Mackey, who hauls coal by contract 
for Byrne & Speed. Mackey had uso of the 
horse for over two weeks, and his driver. 
Bill Bohan, hud inflicted the cruelty. It 
was tho most pitiablo sight of the kind over 
seen on the streets of Louisville. Joe Mul- 
battan instructed tho owner to load it up 
Main street, that the leading men 
of the city might see such a forcible 
illustration of the need of a humane society 
in Louisvillo ami the State of Kentucky. 
The poor suffering brute was then led 
around to the City Iloll, where Judge 
Thompson and other city officials came out 
to see it, and pronounced it tho most heart 
less case of cruelty they had ever witnessed 
A warrant was sworn out for the arrest of 
Bohan, and his case was on the docket yes¬ 
terday morning, but was continued until 
{Saturday. Judge Thompson fixed Bohan's 
bond at $500, but afterward reduced it to 
$250. The Judge remarked that he had 
nover before seen such a sample of heartless 
cruelty practiced on a dumb brute, and that 
there would not bo much leniency shown 
Bohan. 

Under direction of the Humane Society, 
Mr. Koenan. the owner of tho horse, brought 
suit against Bohan’s employor, Mike 
Mackay, for $50 damages. Mackey was not 
only bull-headed when asked by Mr. Keenan 
for damages, but also threatened to whip 
him. He will fiud to hi* cost and sorrow 
that there is a law* that applies to such 
brutality. 

The Humane Society is making substan¬ 
tial progress. It* charter parsed the lower 
house of the Legislature a lew days ago and 
will doubtless go through the Senate also. 
A few members have had to do all the work 
thus far, and the formation of the society 
has necessarily been slow, but it ha» never¬ 
theless been sure. Tho leading citizens of 
Louisville are with It, but the real practical 
workers are but few. It has not been mak¬ 
ing any great flourish of trumpets, but its 
Board of Managers have been meeting once 
a month in the Third National Bank, each 
time accomplishing something; so that the 
society at any rato exists, and is ready at all 
times to prosecuto such cases of cruelty os 
may be brought beforo it. Mr. J. T. Allan, 
the’Secretary of the society, will, without 
hesitation, ai any time got out a warrant for 
auy cose worthy of the society’s consideru< 
tion. 

Mr. Allan can be found at 125 West Main 
street. Joseph Muihattan, when in the city, 
will also take great pleasure in doing his part 
toward protecting the poor dumb brutes, ns 
will also Wm. McCready, of McCroady 
Wood, Sixth street, near Market; also Ed¬ 
ward Flexner, at Bamberger, Bloom & 
Co.’s, or Rev. Adolph Moras. Tho above 
parties aro not afraid to get out warrants 
aud prosecute cases, aud will bo thankful to 
tho parties reporting them. The following 
gentlemen, composing the Board of Mana¬ 
gers, wili also attend promptly to any coses 
that may be reported to them:

THEY LEAVE THEIR KIT AND SWAG. 

A very daring burglary was perpetrated at 
an early hour yesterday morning, and but 
for the absence of that necessary feature in 
such undertakings called “celerity of move¬ 
ment,” a $20,000 huul would have been 
made. About 5 o’clock in the morning pri¬ 
vate Officer Crawford was making bis usual 
round, aud when in the rear of the Courier- 
Journal building discovered some men 
busily at work around a big sprend of jew¬ 
elry on the floor m the back part of C. 
Fletcher Bemiott’s jewelry store. Ho im¬ 
mediately began to blow the signal whistle 
for assistance, which frightened tho men in 
tho storo and they ran out the back way ami 
•scaped through the alley. They had pro 
pared for a retreat by forcing tho 
lodk on the hack door in tho absonro of 
tho key,and had no trouble in getting away. 

An investigation in tho store revealed a 
wholesale scheme which had evidently been 
well planned, and the dotails carried ont in a 
most admirable manner, except in the ar¬ 
rangement of transportation facilities, up to 
tho moment of detection. Tho floor and 
tubl *3 were covered with trav* fill** 1 with 
diamond*, watebe* and jewelry of all kinds, 
which had been tukeu from tho safe. New 
nii-oliitb pouches in which to carry the spoils 
wore there also, and near the wrecked safe 
was a complete set of burglar's tools with 
which the safe doors had been jimmied into 
open obedience. A further investigation 
showed that the entrance had been made 
through the transom over the Fourth- 
street entrance, the iron fastenings hnving 
been forced off with a jimmy, so that tho 
transom con Id be opened aud closed at will. 

was very ovident tbAt sevoral wero 
engaged in tho affair, and that the transom 
was reached by one man standing on the 
shoulders of another. Those who served as 
step-ladders remained on tho outside and 
acted as pickets. Tho job was worked 
about 3 o’clock in the morning, and tho 
noise made while forcing tho transom fasten¬ 
ings was heard by i>ersonsi occupying rooms 
up stairs in houses on the opposite side of the 
street. A gentleman who sleeps over Nu¬ 
gent’s dry-goods store beard them and 
thought an attempt was being made on that 
bouse. Ho Wont down in tho store, and on 
reaching the front door saw three men move 
quietly away. They were “outside look¬ 
outs,” and were posted in a position to bo 
seen by ono of those in Bennett’s store. His 
position ns “inside lookout” was revealed 
yesterday by the imprint of the steel uaib in 
tbs heel* of hi* shoes on the floor in the cor¬ 
ner to the left of tho door. 

The work on the safe must have required 
constant application for more than an hour 
ud resulted in dismantling the door aud 
forcing it opon. The tools left wero of tho 
finest quality, mid from the destruction 
wrought on the burglar-proof fastenings they 
must have been bundled bv good mechanics, 
though tho spread of abandoned valuables 
about the floor did not indicato that tho opera 
tors were expert burglars. The outside look¬ 
outs were seen at several differeut times, aud 
all who noticed their movements were im 
pressed with tho belief that something un¬ 
usual was going on, but no definite discovery 
was made till about 5 o’clock, When Night- 
watchman Crawford looked iu Benubtt’saml 
failed to see the knob on the safe door. The 
gas-light left burning iu tho store at uight 
was so placed as to shine on the knob, and 
when Crawford failed to catch sight of it he 
knew something was wrong and started 
around to the rear of the store, giving tho 
signal a* he went, which they heard and took 
advantage of. 

To the ba»l managorneut of the burglars 
Mr. Bennett is indebted for the |><>*>rasMon of 
his stock, and expressed himself as highly 
pleased w ith the timely discovery by the 
night watchman. Tho damage done to the 
safe and jewelry by the rough handling 
iveu by tho burglars will entail a loss of 
200, but nothing was missed from the 
stock._

Why 
snould we sell p. forty-year charter, 
liberal in its provisions, protected by a 
decision of the highest court, approved and 
ratified by tho city of Louisville, and which 
ha* taken uine years to complete! Our coin- 
puny own all of the bast gas-making sys¬ 
tems in America. We can make a much 
superior gas to that made from coal and for 
less money, and this is a fact well-known to 
gas engineers. Look at St. Louis! Our 
company built tho new works there, uud at 
the same price* the now company has taken 
05 per cent, of all tho business on their line 
of mains. Look at San Francisco! We 
control the new company there, and are get¬ 
ting tuo bet»t of the business, with tho old 
company's stock down to 50 cents.

Iu presenting the subject of St. Patrick to¬ 
night, there an*?*) two St. Patricks, just a* 
mere an' two Carleraagne* ami two Kim; Ar 
thui's—the ones of roiiiauce, and the ones of 
reality. Before college* were r*tablMie<l, In the 
Monastery school* the teachers gave their stu¬ 
dents subjecl* to write sketches of. Jordan say* 
the Christians collected many of the wonderful 
stories from Utjt, and attributed them to mod¬ 
ern personages. The good fathers were so 
pleasr.l with tuese n^iderful student sketches 
f hat they made roUrcmms of them. Peter Na- 
dnl ami others in writing history years after¬ 
wards. fouud these old volumes of myths, and 
imagining they had found historical trenaurrH, 
recorded them nnexv. But their falsity was 
found out. What Nicburdid for Unman history, 
what tirote did for Grecian history, the great 
Neander and D'Auldgne did for church bUtoiy.

St. Patrick was born at Bon Avon ott the 
Clyde, Scotland. :)DT. There are four lines of 
proof on this point. Hi* father. Calpermas, u»u* 
a de icon iu the village church and an officer of 
the Government. The Church in .Scotland wa* 
formed by tho.ye who tied Trout the persecution 
of the Homan Emperor, long before the Papal 
Church had au existence. They brought tho 
pure principle* of Christianity, and preserved 
them till 1207. when the papal pt-rsccutiona 
overpowered them. St. Patrick’s grandfather 
was a uiinDter in the Culdee church, w hich w a* 
lYeabyterian In form, knowing nothing of tho 
three order* in the church. Of course, the name 
Presbyterian originated long afterward. The 
Culdee* got their doctrines . from the 
Bible. St. Patrick'* mother. Conkuara. 
was a superior woman, says D’Aubigne. St. 
Patrick says she taught him the tea com¬ 
mandment*. He did not obey them, but did a 
great sin. what sin we do not know. This con¬ 
tradicts the Komish myth that ha was always 
holy. There were bands of pirate* along the 
coast; by these he was stolen when sixteen veara 
old and taken, with 200 other hors, to the Irish 
coast of Antrim. Four brothers, Miichew, bought 
him. He says: “After f cane to Ireland I tend¬ 
ed >heep. 1 prayed 11MJ time*a day andasofteu 
at night. Then the Lord opt'ned my eyes. Tho 
Lord had pity on mo. He raised me up.' ’ Such 
was his confession, aud lr from u picture by 
Raphael wo tell of the state of art in lu* time, so 
from the portrait of SL Patrick, drawn by him¬ 
self, vv« tell of the state of religion of hi* lime. 
There is no Humanism in this prayer. 

After six years ho ran away and reached home. 
The Roman legendstell of his wandering through 4 
France and many regions ever lending toward 
Home. All this is without foundation. For 
twenty-three years he prepared hiuiseif tor rais- 
Rhmary work. He saw in visions men of IreLand 
asking him to come and tell them of God. This 
shows that ho did not assume this mission, lio 
wns called of God. Homan myth* sav he studied 
for his work under Martin, of lours. This 
could uot be. because «t. Marliti of Tours died 
three years after St. Pntrick wo* lioni. Tho 
truth I*, no one knows where ha spent tout tweu- 
ty-three years.

A Lengthy Meeting Last Night, bnt Very Little 
Business of Imrartcmoo Transacted. 


THE DfiAD ANIMAL CONTRACT. 


THE EXPOSITION. 


One Hundred and Ten Volunteer Bobecriber* Como 
to tho Front With a Helping Hand— 
Word# And Acta of En¬ 
couragement. 


THE MEETINa THIS EVENING. 


The General Council met in adiourned 
se&fion last night, with President Joseph in 
the chair nnd tho following mutuben* pres¬ 
ent: Messrs. Bickel, Br&das, Blackburn, 
Davis, Feeiy, Gardner, Huhemnn, Heltons, 
Hoertz, Kean, Mehler. Mvllott, McAtee, 
McGee, Norton, Hpeckert, Siege, Sullivan, 
Watts, Wepler and Titan/.. 

Mr. Watts offered a resolution providing 
for the lease of the Lyiug-in Hospital to ox- 
Gov. L. P. Blackburn, for a private sanita¬ 
rium lor tho treatment of mental and 
nervous diseases. 

Mr. Watts, from the Finance Committee, 
offered a resolution providing for the invest¬ 
ment of tho unused dividends of tho city iu 
tho Gas Company iu 4 per cent, city bunds. 

Mr. Fecly thought this was rather prema¬ 
ture, and moved its reference back to the 
committee. 

Mr. Watts stated that this wa* tho arbi¬ 
tration money, and they could uot invest it 
better than iu 4 jwr ceut. bond*. The other 
money belonging to tbe city lu tho Gas Com¬ 
pany was invested m 8 per cent, bonds. Tho 
Idas Company at present pay* uo interest ou 
this arbitration money. 

Mr. Keely stated that the city hat! a right 
to dispose of her stock in the Gas Company, 
and could also buy. He thought lint best 
tning that could be done was to invent the 
money in stock in tbo Go*Company. 

Mr. McGee asked if the act passed by tlio 
legislature was the same as tbe ono reud be¬ 
fore the Council at tbe last mooting. 

President Joseph stated that the act. was 
changed but little beloro passing the Legis¬ 
lature. 

Mr. Watt* stated that tho charter of the 
Ga* Company does uot expire until 18S?, 
and all the mouoy of tho city iu tho com¬ 
pany remains in tho hands of the Gas Com¬ 
pany to be invested Jot tho city. He 
tit-eight it a much better investment to put 
tho inouey in four-per-cont. bonds than iu 
Gas stock. 

Mr. McGee presented nn ordinance regu¬ 
lating the uso of the public wars. It hud 
lu?eu up before tho old Council, but had boon 
recommitted to tho committee * Tho ordi¬ 
nance was adopted. 

Tho following resolution was offered by a 
committee from tho Boaal of Aldermcu arid 
was referred to the joint Finance Committee: 

Resohpti 0y the /veueraf Council of the City of 
Lotuscille, That the Mayor be. aud he hi hereby 
authorized aud directed to subscribe for, oh 
account of and in th* name of the city of Louis¬ 
ville. 1,000 shares of nt«.jck in tho Southern hx- 
potdthiu Company of llio par value nf each, 
tmyable out of the proceeds of Lhe sale of the last 
issue of city bond* for Street Improvements, etc,, 
of $1,500,000, 4 percent, interest. 

’I hat as u condition ou which tbe foregoing 
Hub.icription is to be made, uud the money paid, 
satisfactory evidence nhsll bo shown to the 
Mayor and General Council that with thi* sum a 
sufficient Mini has been secured to purrhuftc in 
fee airnph* the grounds on which the Exposition 
now stands: and *hen this Is axviired, and deeds 
executed for the purchase of said grounds, thu 
said payment to be made by the city. 

Mr. McGee offered tho following in regard 
to the dend-nnitnal contract:

If no 
award has horn made under said ordinance, 
what parties are now exereiriug th** right to re¬ 
move dead animals from tho public ways of the 
city, an I by what authority. 

Mr. Bickel moved to refer it to the Financo 
Committee. The motion was adopted. 

Mr. Fecly offered tho following resolution, 
accompanied by a petition from all the bunks 
in the city: 

Whkjuus. Tho rongre*s of the United State* 
nnd the legislature* of all Stairs recognize uo 
ottu-r time lluui that based U]>ou the meridian at 
Washington: and. 

WiiRiuCAS, Railroad corporation* for thrir own 
benefit nnd for the raku of uniformity have 
adopted time unsuitod to the law. which govern 
banks and other incorporated institutions, aud 
which is totally ummltrd in this locality; be it 
Resolved.

“I riso to a point of information.** The 
House of Representatives has Appropriated 
$150,000 toward building a branch peniten¬ 
tiary, and the biil will probably pas* tbe Sen¬ 
ate In a few days. The bill provides, ns I 
qnclorstaud, that tho work is to be done by 
convict labor; but from whence are to come 
tho convict*/ Tbo entire convict force of the 
State is leaded to a company of conirnciore. 
and the lease doe» nut expire lor mure than 
two ami a half years. Are we to await tho 
expiration of that lease and be without the 
branch prison through oil that time? But one 
may ray that the lessees of the penitentiary 
are depending largely upon railroad work; 
that railroad work hn* virtually ceased in tho 
Slate, and no probability of a resumption of 
that kind of work is apparent at any early 
day, and that th© leasees will doubtless cancel 
their leuse on tho 1st of October next, as by 
the tortus of raid lease they have a right to 
do. This wbuld give tho State p iKsesslon of 
fcbo convicts, but would they not prove a 
veritable “white elephant*” There is shop- 
room with other facilities in tbo pemUmtmry 
for only 350 or -100 men, ami u* there are 
about 1,100 in all, the State would have 
something like 700 surplus convict* on hand. 
Of this number, uot more than 200 could be 
employed on tho branch prison, leaving 5tX> 
idle convicts at the State’s expense. * 'Why 
not put tbe entire surplus 700 mon nt work 
on tho branch prison #“ may bo asked. Be¬ 
cause two year* will hav© ©lapsed before the 
legislature meets again. This Will reduce 
the appropriation to $75,000 a year. This 
sum will not pav the expenses of food, cloth¬ 
ing, guards, physicians atul foreman, and 
buy tools and materials, build temporary 
prisons, etc. And further, tho State dow 
not own one suit of convict cdotbing, nor does 
it own any machinery now within the walls 
of tho penitentiary except tho motive power. 
Tho State must then expend ?30.OOO orffio,- 
UO0 for machinery, $10,000 for clothing and 
slutex, and thousand:* of dollar* for material 
before a wheel can be turned in tuo peniten¬ 
tiary. “Lcasq tho kilo convicts to some con¬ 
tractor,*'*n vs one. But if the present con¬ 
tractors will not keep them, who is there that 
can lake them 

It is estimated that the branch prison will 
cost $750,000. now many se^sioun uf the 
Legislature nnd bow many appropriations 
beforo tho work will be completed? aud what 
is to be dono with the 50U convicts in tbe 
meantime.' Exq.
